Valparaiso Disaster one of Extreme Severity 
Santiago Also Suffered Great 
Property Loss. 







ile Details are Incomplete Quite Clear 
Great Disaster Has Overtaken Town 
—The Latest Information. 
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5ULLY fivo thousand persons, according to tho latest despatches from Santiago de Chili, lost their lives in 
trio Valparaiso disaster. Santiago also sufferod soveroly. Thirty persons were killed there and the prop- 
erty loss is placed at $2,000,000. Except the foregoing no estimates of the damages and casualties caused by 
tho earthquake in Chili had boen recoived in Now York up to 11 o'clock tonight, and tho above despatch lacks 
confirmation. 

Panic reigns in both cities. The pe'-plo are in the grip of fear of further shocks and are fleoing. 

Refugees from Valparaiso are gotting into Santiago, 42 miles away. Tho disturbances have covered a 
largo aroa. Shocks were felt at Tacna, in the extreme north of Chili. A number of minor towns have beon 
cither destroyed or materially damaged. Valparaiso has been described as nearly destroyod, while another 
mossago says half the city has bocomo a prey to the earthquake and tho flamos. Tho loss of life and property 
was probably heavy. 

Telegraphic communication has beon established with Chili, but no messages have yet been received from 
Valparaiso. 

The firot shock occurred Thursday evening about 8 o'clock, followed by others at intervals throughout tho 
night. Panic prevailed and the streets were filled with hysterical, wailing and praying people. Half the inhab- 
itants of Sanitago stayed on the stroets or fled to tho country Thursday night. 

Fires followed in Santiago, but were quickly extinguished by a providential heavy downpour of rain. © 

Valparaiso sufferod much from fire. Many persons have left the two cities, and tho stream of refugees " 
continues. Tho disturbances arc confined to the Pacific slopo of tho Andes, but Iquiquo, tho centre of the <» 
nitrato industry, has escaped injury. The disturbance was recorded by seismographs in Washington, Honolulu, J 
Hamburg and Goottingen. •

Among the places reported to havo been damaged or destroyed are Vina del Mar, 12,000 people, throe miles e 
from Valparaiso; Quilpque and Timacho, of 4000 people each, both in Valparaiso province; Quillota, 26 milos % 
from Valparaiso; lllapel, 5000 people, 130 miles northwest of Santiago; Villenar, 5000 people, 300 miles north of • 
Santiago, and othor small towns. o 

Housos in Valparaiso and Santiago, as well as other towns in Chili, are built to withstand earthquakes. J 
They =iro made of stone with stick walls, and are seldom more than two stories high. They are, therefore, not o 
very combustible, as was the case in San Francisco. J

A storm Is reported in tho Bay of j 
Valparaiso.

Tlie villages of Illapll, 130 miles 
northwest of Santiago, anil Vlllemar, 
about 300 mllos north of tbo capital, 
each having a population of about 
5000, were destroyed. 

Shook at Santiago 
Santiago, Chill, Aug. 18.-— Tho earth- 
quake lasted three and a naif minutes. 
All telegraph anil telephone lines were 
Interrupted for some time, and as yet 
there Is no news regarding the extent 
of the damage done In the provinces. 

In Santiago several persons were 
killed or wounded. A few fires broke 
out, but these were promptly extin- 
guished by heavy showers after the 
earthquake. 

Practically all of the population 
passed tho night In the squares or 
avenues of the city. Tbo observatory 
seismograph was rendered useless by 
the shocks. Great excitement pre- 
vailed in the hospitals and jails. Busi- 
ness is Interrupted today. All the 
railroads are Interrupted. 

Tidal Disturbances Continue 
Honolulu, Auk. is— Tidal disturb- 
ances continue mildly. The inter- 
island steamor Noeu, while anchored 
on Thursday off tho northern coanl of 
tho Island of Hawaii, in u calm sea, 
was carried forward by B sudden 
undertow, which was so strong that 
her chain parted and she lost forty 
fathoms of chain.

The quakes still continue up to this 
evening, five shocks being felt today, 
although not so frequent or violent, 
but enough to keep the people in a 
state of terror. 

The Mexican cable was in operation 
all day to Valparaiso, but to interior 
points all overland wires are down, 
and It will be several days before they 
are restored. Tlie entire business 
portion of Valparaiso has been de- 
stroyod. The authorities wit) not per- 
mit any lights in the buildings, and at 
dark the cable office was closed for 
the night. 

The dead and injured are estimated 
at 1000, while wild rumors place the 
figures at 4000. However, owing; to 
lack of systematic report, all figures 
are speculation. 

The shocks have continued since 
Thursday night, and five shocks were 
felt today. Tho operators of the 
cablo company have deserted their 
posts, with one exception. 

The shipping in tin? harbor escaped 
damage, and every vessel is a haven of 
refuge. 

All buildings have beon deserted. 
Almost nothing has boon done In the 
way of clearing away wreckage or 
searching for dead bodies, and laborers 
refuse to enter the ruins because of the 
continued shocks. Soldiers will force 
the rescue work tomorrow.

The public schools throughout the 
province will open on Monday the 27th 
insf., ami the board of trustees of this 
city are having an anxious time figuring 
how to accommodate the extra number 
of pupils who are making application 
for admission. In connection with the 
opening of the local schools several 
changes will be made in the High school 
and in regard to this the following facts 
will In? of interest: 

Tills year no provision will be ma le in 
the High school for a new entrance 
class in .January. The department will 
of course, hold the usual Christmas ex- 
amination; hul candidates who pass will 
have to wait until next .viigiis; to be ad- 
mitted to the High school. It will, I here- 
fore be best for such pupils to enter the 
sub-High school classes at or.ee. Oilier- 
wise the year will be in a great measure 
lost lo them. This being the case no pro- 
vision will be made in the lower schools 
for tlie special preparation of candidates 
for the December entrance examination. 

About ninety applications have al- 
ready been made for admission lo the 
sub-High school classes, and provision 
will he made for twenty-five or thirty 
more if application is made to the city 
superintendent not later than Wednes- 
day next. August L'Li. All pupils who are 
far enough advanced in the Common 
school work to have a reasonable chance 
of passing the entrance examination 
either next December or next Time will 
be able to do the sub-High school work 
easily, and thereby save a year in their 
school course, and us has been already 
intimated this is the only way in which 
pupils who have not yet passed the en- 
trance examination will be able to begin 
High school work before next August. 
Immediate application must lie made by 
those who have not already done S o, in 
order thai nil who desire to avail them- 
selves of the privilege. 

Commercial Classes 

The.ro will be two commercial classes 
in the High school next term, an ad- 
vanced class comprising those who be- 
gun the work last year and mi elei.« u- 
tary or beginners' class. Students who 
wish to join the elementary class should 
make u personal application to Mr. 
Perry before the opening of the school. 
For this purpose Mr. Perry will be at 
the High school on Thursday afternoon, 
August 23rd, from two till four o'clock, 
ami appMcanls are requested lo meet 
and confer with him there. Pupils who 
piissdd the entrance examination last 
lime will not be eligible for the cummer- 
Chtl classes this year. 



' The required number of names has 
all but been secured to the two peti- 
tions requesting the council to submit 
bylaws to the ratepayers for the Im- 
provement of the present water sys- 
I tern, and they will be presented to the 
board of aldermen at the meeting to- 
morrow evening. It was not until' 
nearly closing hour yesterday that It 
was seen that the petitions would re- 
ceive the required number of signa- 
tures which would enable the council 
to discuss the bylaws. Although it 
V?as not definitely known until nearly 
i o'clock that the petitions were com- 
plete, His Worship bad posted a notice 
on the bulletin board, giving notice of 
his Intention to introduce a bylaw. 
This had to he done In order that the 
bylaw might be brought up tomorrow 
evening, and If the notice was not 
given twenty-four hours previous to 
the sitting, it would be impossible to 
consider it. 

The water committee also were not 
sleeping, and before noon ;i notice of 
motion over the signature of Aid. 
Stewart was also affixed to the bulle- 
tin board. The notice of motion that 
has been posted by His Worship is as 
follows: 

"At the next regular meeting- of the 
city council I shall recommend to the 
council the introduction of a bylaw to 
raise, by way of loan on the credit of 
the municipality, the sum of $300,000 
for water wbrks purposes." 

That posted by Aid. Stewart is: "I 
hereby give notice that at the next 
regular meeting of the city council I 
shall move for leave to Introduce a 
bylaw to raise, by way of loan upon 
the credit of the municipality, the sum 
of $176,0110 for water Works purposes." 

By giving tills notice, the precedent 
that has been established at the city 
hall has been broken. In the past it 
has been the rule that the petition 
shall be received before the notice of 
motion is given; but in this ense, in 
their endeavor to bring the bylaw be- 
fore the ratepayers at the earliest 
possible moment, they have stepped 
over tlie rule that has been in force 
for many years. According to the 
regular course of events, these two 
petitions would be received tomorrow 
evening and referred to the city 
assessor for report as to the assessed 
value as represented by the petitions, 
but on this occasion It will be neces- 
sary for the city assessor to send his 
report along with the petitions. 

The most Important notice of motion 
that has been made, however, is that 
posted by Aid. Hall, also of the water 
committee. In his notice he says: 
"At tlie next regular meeting of the 
city council I shall move that Water 
Commissioner James L. Raymur, City 
Engineer C. H. Topp and Water Works 
Foreman Thomas Preeco be requested 
to report to the council as to tlie most 
feasible plan of obtaining an increased 
Supply of water from Kilt Lake tem- 
porarily." 

This puts an entirely new phase on 
the question, and it is expected that It 
will cause considerable discussion to- 
morrow evening. In introducing this 
motion Aid. Hall has taken the step In 
order to see which of the two schemes 
Is the best for a temporary Increase 
of th<! water supply. It Is well known 
that both the water commissioner and 
city engineer have signed the report 
with His Worship, but at the meeting 
on Friday afternoon It was said that 
Mr. Topp had only signed the report 
on the understanding that it was to 
be a permanent supply, and that as a 
temporary supply he was in favor of 
the scheme as outlined by the com- 
mittee. 

Thomas i'reeco, foreman of the 
water works department, stated that 
he was in favor of the scheme as out- 
lined by the committee for a temporary 
increase. 

What Mr. Raymur Is In favor of for 
a temporary relief has not yet been 
made known. 

At the meeting on Friday afternoon 
tlie question was asked several times, 
"Why have the oflicials not been asked 
to report on the proposition submitted 
by the water committee V" and from 
the discussion It appeared as If those 
present relied largely on the advice of 
the city experts. 

When seen yesterday regarding the 
motion, Aid. Hall said: "I have intro- 
duced it in order that the oflicials 
might be given the opportunity to say 
which Is the best for a temporary 
supply. 1 wish to have It distinctly 
understood that Hie report of the 
committee Is based on the understand- 
ing that Elk Lake ie to be used only 
temporarily, and not as the permanent 
source of supply for the city, and I 
desire to have the officials say which 
is the best on that basis. . I think that 
the recommendations made by the 
committee are the best, and 1 think 
that city officials will agree with it." 

Aid. Hall referred to the fact that 
Mr. Preece had stated so publicly, and 
that Mr. Topp had so Informed him, 

What the report will be is uncertain, 
but judging from the remarks that 
have been made by Mr. Preece and 
Mr. Topp, It appears that two of tlie 
three named are in favor of the sug- 
gestions of the committee as a tem- 
porary relief, ami not as a permanent 
supply. 

This motion will be brought up at 
the meeting tomorrow evening and 
will very likely be passed. 

It is understood that Aid. Stewart Is 
also In favor of the motion, and from 
the remarks that have been made by 
the other aldermen during the water 
works discussion, It would appear as 
If till! majority Is in favor of the 
course. It is well known that Aid, 
DaVe'y made a .motion very much after 
this order when the report of the 
water committee was first brought In, 
nnd will very likely favor the motion. 
Aid. Douglas has also asked that the 
officials be given an opportunity to 
say which Is the best system for a 
temporary supply. While Aid. Good- 
aero Is In favor of Elk Lake, lie is in 
favor of it as the permanent -source of 



supply, and has not yet expressed his 
views on the question of utilizing Elk 
Lake temporarily. Aid. Fullerton and 
Fell will not be present at the meet- 
ing, and this will leave Aid. Yates and 
Vincent doubtful. 

With tlie full board for tomorrow 
evening numbering eight, It Is safe 
to say that four are sure of voting for 
the motion, leaving the other four 
doubtful, with the possibility of one 
voting in favor of It. 
. By the introduction of this motion 
It is expected that the two bylaws will 
be laid over till the report is received, 
nnd whichever proposition Is favored 
by tlie officials will very likely be 
made the choice of the board. 

In submitting the two bylaws to the 
ratepayers it will be a difficult under- 
taking to puss cither one of them. As 
was pointed out yesterday, tlie sup- 
porters of the respective bylaws will 
use every effort to have those in favor 
out to vote, but in many cases the 
V0t»s will bo practically killed by those 
or th : ether side. In explaining the 
situation It wns pohitbd, out that to 
pass either of the two bylaws will re- 
quire a majority of three-tenths of the 
total number of votes polled. To se- 
cure this !t practically means that 
thera sh&q bu very little opposition, 
but with two sides working against 
ea:h other it will be a hard proposi- 
tion for i liber to secure the required 
majority, especially as many will vote 
against both bylaws. Thus one vote 
against the bylaws will do more to 
defeat them than several in favor. It 
put the two bylaws before the rate- 
is claimed that the only right way to 
payers Is by referendum, and then 
submit the choice to the suffrage of 
the voters; but as It is impossible to 
submit a referendum until the general 
election, It could not be done In that 
manner.

the chief diversions. The Kosmos line 
of steamers, which runs between Seattle 
and Hamburg, calls at Valparaiso, both 
going and coming. 

Like many of the South American 
porta, not protected by breakwater, there 
in a heayy swell at Valparaiso, and 
shipping, for the most part, is dis- 
charged into lighters in the bay. The 
shipping is usually plentiful, and those 
who know local conditions believe tho 
despatch received at Hamburg to tho 
effect that many ships with their car- 
goes have been lost, is true. There is 
a customhouse wharf, alongside of 
which steamers of any tonnage can 
moor, but most of the loading is done 
by lighters from a quay surrounding 
the town. '11ns harbor is defended by 
modern, well-mounted batteries, f 

There is a large and picturesque 
plaza, , with ninny notable statues. 
Among the monuments in Valparaiso 
are those to Columbus, Wheelwright^ 
(Who established steam navigation on 
the Chilean coast), Admiral Pratt and 
Admiral Cochrane known as ""Fighting 
Cochrane," organizer of Hie Chilean 
navy. 

Although the business section, partic- 
ularly on Victoria street, the main 
thoroughfare, is massively built, the 
larger amount of thp structures of the 
wrecked city, the houses oi the poorer 
classes, are of flimsy materials and the 
loss of life in their demolition would 
not be so great. The houses are varied 
in structure. Poorer classes had built 
almost entirely of adobe, their resi- 
dences being low and scarcely a men- 
ace in the event of mi earthquake. The 
people of more means usually oecnpie 
what is known as tabique houses, 
which are largely constructed of lath 
and plaster. These would not be near 
ly so dangerous to life in an eartli 
quake us brick or stone, or even lieuv; 
frame buildings. 

This Chilean metropolis is a striking 
example of what Caucasian thrift will 
do for a Latin-American city. In 182" 
the population was less than 6,000 
that time there was one long street 
and absolutely no life or snap, accord- 
ing to an authority on conditions, who 
predicted that Concepeion would ulti- 
mately be the leading port. 

The cosmopolitan element, consist- 
ing large of English, Germans, Ameri- 
cans, French and a sprinkling of other 
nntlonalties, succeeded in making it one 
of the most up-to-date places in tho 
world. Valparaiso is a city possessing 
many wonderful features. 

About fifteen miles out of the city 
limits there is a storage reservoir for 
rainwater witli a capacity of 100,(XK),- 
000 gallons. Tourists say that it is one 
of tho most sanitary places on tho 
South American continent, and from a 
structural point of view it is both 
artirtic and substantial. 

Those in Victoria who know Valpa- 
raiso, are anxiously waiting to hear if 
any tidal wave occurred. Tidal waves 
might do much damage to shipping in 
the harbor, which is one side of Val- 
paraiso bay. Anchorage is usually just 
beyond the piers. Tidal waves of the 
earthquake order might drive the ship- 
ping ashore. Portions of the city next 
to tho bay are situated hut little above 
the Sea level, and could be inundated to 
some extent by great tidal waves. 

About a year ago three barks and 
other craft dragged anchors and were 
swept ashore where they were com- 
pletely wrecked. The harbor is capable 
of muking room for as many as on'fl 
hundred ships and owing to the impOfc 
tance of Valparaiso as an outlet for the 
vast exports of Tent and Bolivia, in 
addition to the local shipping, a forest 
of masts generally has been seen there. 

As brielly slated yesterday, Valparai- 
so has figured conspicuously in some 
very spectacular events, which chrono- 
logically summarized are as follows: On 
December 5, 1578, Francis Drake, called 
by Spaniards the "English Corsair,!' 
slipped into the harbor with his pirntw 
eal licet and completely sacked the town. 
Just a few years later — May, 1004 — 
Richard Hawkins, another bloodthirsty 
buccaneer, who terrorized every mer- 
chantman during the days of the .Span- 
ish main, invaded Valparaiso arid after 
putting many of the helpless natives 
to the sword, looted everything in sight. 
In tho warehouses there lie discovered 
great quantities of silk, wine and pro- 
visions, and in the hold of one of the 
four ships lying-to in the Roads he 
found nn enormous amount of gold. 

From the time the pirates of old 
preyed upon Valparaiso up to the war 
between Chili and Peru in 1870 the 
place lias been the scene of many minor 
revolutions. The most serious blow to 
its rising prosperity was delivered by 
the Spanish squadron, which shelled it 
„ March 111, 1800. !l bus been es- 
timated that the damage inflicted at 
that time approximated $12,000,000. As 
a safeguard against a repetition of such 
a calamity, the government erected 
fortresses at the several commanding 
points around the bay. 

],i 1800 the famous Baltimore inci- 
dent took plsee in Valparaiso. The 
\merican warship was there at the tune 
and some of the marines who went 
'ashore one night were murdered by the 
natives. This cvenl would have caused 
the United States to declare war agoinsl i 
Chili, but for the fact that proper res- j 
[jtutiou was promptly made. i 
The name of the place Valparaiso is j 
icudcred in English as "Vale of Parn 
disc." II' tb'' disaster has reached tin 
proportions, which reports would nidi 
ea tc, it will now belie its name.

Thinks Marconi Would Have Com- 
pleted Great. Scheme if 
He Hadn't Married. 



Montreal, Aug. 17. — "Why do you not 
say 'our' country instead of 'my' coun- 
try? To me there is little difference the 
people appear the same anil the march 
of progress is equally visible on both 
sides of the line.' 1 

These were the sentiments expressed 
today by Thomas A. Fdison, the great 
inventor, in the course of an interview. 
•Mr. Fdison with a party composed most- 
ly of members of his own family, arriv- 
ed here by automobile in the morning 
and left this morning for Quebec. 

Mr. Fdison said he took an especial 
interest in Canada. As a young man he 
was a telegraph operator on the old 
Grand Trunk at Stratford, but the 
Grand Trunk at that time seemed to be 
dead, he added. However, he was glad 
to see that the present management had 
installed new life into the system. Their 
enlarged project — the Oram! Trunk 
Pacific — was a scheme worthv of Can- 
ada. Three trnns-continental railways, 
he claimed, and others are asking per- 
mission lo build. 

"This is right — the inure roads the 
better. Bill the Canadians must see that 
thej did not get too much power ia the 
community." 

The accumulated storage battery 
problem, Mr. Fdison said, was near a 
solution and would mean much for trans- 
put tation. 

Referring to wireless telegraphy and 
to the discoveries made by men who 



had studied with him, Mr. Fdison was 
asked what ho thought of Signor Mar- 
coni's chances of spanning (he Atlantic 
with his system of wireless. The great 
man from Orange said: "Marconi would 
have .succeeded before hut at n very 
critical period he ~>t married and that 
delayed mutters. He, however, will 
eventually succeed," -Mr. Edison re- 
plied.

Thai is the difference between Caesar 
ami tltnso win) attempted to follow his 
example in later times. This at all 
events is the (I i lie fence which they them- 
selves admit, and there was only one of 
Caesar and there were ten of tiie cor- 
respondents. 'The fact shows how 
much easier it was to do business 53 
l>. C. than in the, year of our Lord 1906, 
notwithstanding all our modern facili- 
ties. Hut then the Washington news- 
papermen were in receipt of many hns- 
pilaties and thus becoming enervated 
were easy victims. Caesar resisted all 
temptations by the way and triumphed. 
He refusal to accept baliquets, until he 
could command them. Free transpor- 
tation ami parlor cars had no attrac- 
tions for him. Caesar could he luxur- 
ious, hut it was in his own way and at 
his own expense. He believed in the 
simple life while on the warpath. The 
Washington correspondents had hardly 
set foot upon Canadian territory before 
they surrendered to the wiles of the peo- 
ple. The man who manoeuvred their* 
capture was Ceo. Hani, of the U. IV ! 
It., whose smile is said to he irresist- 
ible. He led them in silken chains j 
though province after province clear to 

the Pacific coast. We are infor d that 

wherever they went they were received 
with open arm.-. Wherever Hhey went 
they were cordially received by the peo- 
ple. Xhey were given dinner and ban- 
quets. They were made particularly 
welcome in the .Mormon settlements, I 
and greeted with processions and brass ; 
bands. It ivtis one long ovation 
throusho.il the Dominion. Though ii | 
w as a state of captivity, it was pleas- 1 
ant captivity. Before Ceo. Hniu re- 
leased them mi .North Hay to permit 
them to return to their own country, he 
made them sign documents exonerating 
him. tli" C. I'. It., and Canadians gen- 
erally from all hlanie in connection with I 
their detention in this country, thus; 
avoiding international hostilities on j 
their- account. Incidentally, they in- 
dividually, we shall not say under tlUr- j 
ess. gave expression to their sentiments 
towards this country and told in a gen- 
eral way what their impressions were. 
There was :i singular unanimity among 
thenl mi one point and thai \rtis that 
Canada was a revelation to them. They 
confessed that when they started out 
they had hut a faint, notion of the kind 
of country it was and what it con- 
tained. They testified to the fact that 
their countrymen were in much on the 

s P stale of blissful ignorance us to 

Canada as that in which they them- 
selves had been. We can quite realize 
that this testimony was voluntary on 
their part. One or two of these state- 
ments will he quite interesting as H pcc- 
iinens. 

1). H. MacAdani, of the St. Louis Ite- 
puhlie, wrote: 

''A'mVzing is the word to express the 
impression created upon the Blind pi the 
American who is given the opportunity 
in see the length and breadth of ( on- 
ada, its people and its resources. I be- 
lieve it to he a Tact that even a fairly 
well informed citizen of the Unite 1 
States knows less of Canada, mm poll- 
tics, general affairs, and station in the 



world, than of the European powors. 1 
will not attempt to say why this is true. 
Hut it is the case. The time has come 
when the United Slates should fully 
realize the possibilities of the laud to 
our North, for such u realization mean 
dollars and cents to many United Sta tes 
citizens, and this is ever the most con- 
vincing argument in our country. * * * 
I fully believe that Canada offers bet- 
ter and more varied opportunities than 
are lo be found anywhere in North 
America, and nowhere is there a greater 
railway feat than tho construction and 
operation of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, over which we traveled many 
thousands miles in perfect comfort and 
safety." 

Irving C. Norwood, of the Washing- 
ton Star, testified: 

"1 feel very much like a modem 
Christopher Columbus. The original 
Christopher Columbus didn't do more 
thrill discover a' new country, and that 
1 have done, lo tay own personal satis- 
faction at least, during the past month. 
1 can say, without reflecting in the 
least upon my own intelligence, that 
1 had no conception of Canada, its past, 
its present and its glorious future, be- 
fore I started out from Washington, 
with ten of my colleagues. We came, 
we saw, and we have been conquered. 
We nil return lo the States with some 
faint idea of what the Dominion really 
is and with our own individual beliefs 
as to what the Canada will be. And 
optimistic as are those beliefs, I think 
they are entirely justified, by the facts 
and figures, and. more than that, by thq 
evidence of our own eyes. 

•'Although I have traveled all over the 
wheal growing section of my own coun- 
try, I can say, without disparagtnent, 
hut speaking merely with frankness, 
that I never saw such a wheat belt as 
that in the Canadian West. The char- 
acter of the land, tho soil, the climatic 
conditions, all seem to invito the grow- 
ing of the staff of life. In other places 
I have seen the resources of a great 
nation— mineral and otherwise — prac- 
tically in ti virgin stale. The future of 
Canada is writ so plain that he who 
runs may read." 

Jackson S. Elliott', representative of 
the Associated Press, Washington, D. 
C, among other things, said: 

"The writer who undertakes to do 
Canada justice must divide his effort 
in a hundred subjects, for he soon learns 
that the country is broader than he had 
I bought, its scenery, from Atlantic to 
Pacific, over the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, presents a varied panoramic ex- 
panse that cannot be found elsewhere. 
Its agricultural resources, yet in their 
infancy, arc making the world gape 
with surprise am! almost incredulity, 
but the wondrous yields of small grains, 
exploited in attractive circulars, with- 
stand the closest personal inspection." 

As we stated on a former occasion 
the members of the Washington press 
party are exceedingly representative 
men of their profession on the other 
side of the line, and it is not a diffi- 
cult stretch of the imagination to be- 
lieve that so-minded their impressions 
in the newspapers to which they lie- 
long will tend iu a large measure in it 
wide constituency to educate their coun- 
trymen to a marked appreciation of this 
country, its people and its resources.

RADIUM'S PLACE IN NATURE. 

We hove not for some time beard 
much about radium. Scientists are 
quietly in their laboratories experi- 
menting and formulating the results 
of their investigations. It will be a 
year or two probably before anything 
new or' startling will be announced 
regarding it. The latest was asso- 
ciated with the experiments of Mr. 
Burke in his attempts to create life, 
whereby apparently living organisms 
were produced from contact of radium 
with Inorganh matter. Mr. Burke's 
experiments were at least sensational 
and suggestive, but not convincing, 
and scientist';, after pricking up their 
ears, went back to their dens. The 
scientific world lias been In a i|uicscent 
mood since. We need not fear, how- 
ever, that it is inactive. It is doing 
hard thinking and bard working, the 
results of which will la- announced in 
due time. Popular Interest in the 
subject "f radium has been aroused 
lately, not by any new discoveries, but 
by an address of Prof. Lankester, in 
his presidential address before the 
British Association, in which lie re- 
viewed the advance of science during 
the last quarter of a century. This, 
he said, would stand out forever in 
tinman history as the period in which 
new chemical elements of astounding 
properties were revealed with extra- 
ordinary rapidity. His remarks re- 
garding radium were exceedingly in- 
structive, not lo say suggestive. How 
tin- earth and the sun, for Instance, 
have retained their heat through 
count'ess number of ages with appar- 
ently Inappreciable diminution, though 
everlastingly burning, has always been 
inexplicable, one of the most difficult 
of problems to solve. Combustion, the 
apparent source of heat, is a definite 
process, with definite and rapid re- 
sults. Combustion consumes ami in 
direct ratio to its Intensity, Prom 
what, source does the sun receive its 

fuel supply, wus a standing query. 

One theory was: Meteoric dust and 
stray comets and fugitive worlds, 
which were, drawn Into the vortex. Ir 
the centre Of the earth is a molten 
mass, maintained by Ignition, why does 
it not hum itself up. is the natural 
question "f a child, and who of us 
grown up me wise enough to answer 
it'.' Does radium furnish the answer? 

In the address In question It was 
staled that the discovery of radio 
activity and radium so far exceeded 
all others in importance that It might 
he accounted supreme. II was a 
privilege to have lived when the dis- 
covery was made. Dr. I .nnkestor sum- 
marized the wonderful properties of 
radluin as revealed by the lute prof. 
Curie and others. He dwelt particu- 
larly upon the apparent facts that a 
small quantity of radium diffused 
through the earth will maintain Its 
temperature against all loss by radia- 
tion, while, if the sun consists of a 
fraction of I per cent, of radium, this

These, he said, were tremendous 
facts, and upset all the calculations of 
physicists concerning the duration in 
the past and In the future of the 
sun's heat and the earth's surface, and 
the estimates of geological time based 
on the assumption that, the material 
of the earth is self-cooling. Within 
live years it had become evident that 
the material was not self-cooling. On 
the contrary, it was self-heating, and 
away went the restrictions Imposed by 
geologists and biologists, who are now 
willing to give, not merely a thousand 
million years, but as many more as 
are wanted. 



CANADIANS IN UNITED STATES. 

Notwithstanding the rush of Amer- 
icans to the Canadian Middle West the 
number of Canadians in the United 
Slates are on the increase. At least a 
statement taken from the United States 
census between 185)0 and 1000 shows 
that the percentage of increase of Can- 
adians was greater tiiat thai of Swedes 
or of foreigners generally, exclusive of 
Canadians. Of course, that, percentage 
may not have been maintained during 
the last six years, but for the period 
referred to it will be surprising to most 
persons. 'The average man who reads 
about the inrush of foreigners to the 
United States would naturally conclude 
that the percentage would exceed by far 
that from this country. Of Canadians 
the percentage for English Canadians 
was 15.8 and that of French Canadians 
30.7, making the average 20.4. That 
of Swedes was 10.7 and of other for- 
eigners 12.0. The high percentage from 
this country is, therefore, accounted for 
by the emigration of French-Canadians. 

It is not, however, witli the numbers 
that we are so particularly interested as 
the influence which Ihese Canadians ex- 
ercise in their new home and the posi- 
tions which they occupy. They are 
found at the top, upon the authority of 
the New York Post, of all the profes- 
sions in the United States and in many 
lines of trade and industry. 

Canada has contributed to (he great 
railway men of the United States one 
of, if not the greatest— >). .1. Hill. 
Others arc David Spencer Wegg, Percy 
It. Todd, and Nicholas Monsarrat, three 
big men in transportation business. 

Then we have 10. Ri Could,* of New 
York, banker and philanthropist, who 
was horn in Oshawa, Out.; Hell, inven- 
tor of the telephone, and millionaire; 
and Edison, well-named the "wizard" 
on account of the fertility of his inven- 
tive genius. Brastus Winan, once a 
great name in the United States, now 
dead, never foreswore his allegiance to 
Canada. 

There are four nntiye-born Canadians 
in Congress — Senator Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire, horn in Cornwall, Out.; 
Representative Phillips Pitt Campbell, 
of Kansas, Nova Scotia: Duncan E. Mc- 
knihi>, of CahJaniiii, Orillia, Ont 
.lames Anthony Hughes, id' West Vir- 
ginia, Corunnu, (int.; and .lames 
Thompson McCIeary, of .Minnesota, In- 
gersoll, (Int. Others prominent in of- 
ficial circjes at Washington who were 
born across the border are Herbert (1. 
Sinners, ex-minister to Cuba, and Edwin 
C. Madden, third assistant post master- 
general. 

In University circles the list of Can- 
adian professors is a long and honored 
one. The best known and most dis- 
tinguished, without doubt, is Jacob 
Could Schuriuau, president of Cornell 
University, a native of Prince Edward' 
island, who was prepared at Prince of 
Wales College and graduated at Pal- 
liousic, Nova Scotia. The following are 
as described by Mr. I loll, in the Toron- 
to Globe.

It would I"' almost Impossible lo find 
a well-regulated American college of I 
any Importance without n Canadlon or 
two on its staff as saving salt. To inline 

only n few of the most prominent: Hnr- 
vnrd can show S. M. MacTVnne, fori 
Lwcilty years eminent as economist and j 
historian, and Professor Schofield of the! 

English department; and as director of j 
the extension leaching of tho university 
since 1903. Frederick II. Sykes, who' 
was well known in Ontario as a teacher 
and editor of educational publications 
before he went south ten years ago to 
engage in university extension work and 
earn the reputation of being the most | 
popular lecturer in that wide field; Col- 
umbia, George Rice Carpenter in Eng- 
lish, nnd Frederick Woodbridge in phil- 
osophy; Johns Hopkins, among other 
Northerners, has in its Lnti\> depart- 



ment a Queen's graduate, Harry Lang- 
ford Wilson. 

At Bryn Mawr, a Canadian, G. A. 
Barton, is professor of Biblical litera- 
ture. Michigan is filled by a Lanark 
County man, James A. Craig, while a 
Toronto graduate, James Phiyfair Mc- 
Mtirrich, is professor of anatomy in the 
snmr institution^ Northwestern's dean 
of the College of Liberal Arts, Thomas 
Franklin Holgate, comes from Hast- 
ings County. Al Chicago may be cited 
George Neil Stewart, head of the de- 
part tueiit of physiology. Frank H. Lil- 
lie, professor of zoology, and S. H. 
Clark, professor of public speaking — a 
subject, by the way, to which Canadian 
universities could profitably devote 
much more attention than they do. 
Among the O. A. C. graduates who have 
won distinction may be cited Thomas 
Shaw, professor of animal husbandry i" 
the University of Minnesota, and H. A. 
Morgan, (he well-known entomologist, di- 
rector of the Agricultural Experiment 
btatioil of the University of Tennessee. 
Colorado offers Professor Hellems, well 
known in Toronto, and the professor of 
political economy, .1. E. Le Rossiguol, 
formerly on the staff of McGlll; while at 
Lehmd Stanford the able professor of 
Latin, Henry It. Fairclough, hnils from 
Barrie. 

The same writer states that bishops 
are Canada's lung suit, so far as the 
United Slates is concerned. Archbishop 
Quigley, of Chicago, was born at Osh- 
awa, though most of his early years 
were spent in the United States. Pat- 
rick William Ribrdan, who for over 
twenty years has been archbishop of 
San Francisco, is a New Brunswieker. 
Tiie Proestant Episcopal church num- 
bers among ils leaders Bishop Niles, of 
New Hampshire, horn across the line in 
Quebec; Arthur Llewellyn Williams, 
bishop coadjutor of Nebraska, an Owen 
Sound boy, and Bishop 0. P. Anderson, 
of Chicago, a Trinity graduate. Alaska 
and the Philippines are, oddly enough, 
botli, under the pastoral care of Cana- 
dian bishops, Dr. Howe and Dr. Brent. 
In the Methodist Episcopal church there 
are Bishop Berry of Buffalo, and Bishop 
Fowler, a Burford man, national, but 
cosmopolitan, presiding over North- 
western University for four years; then 
in China, organizing Peking and Nan- 
kin universities, and again in St. Peters- 
burg, founding the first Methodist church 
of that city; or of Edmund M. Mills, 
whose great administrative powers were 
shown in his successful century thank- 
offering fund, which raised $21,000,000 
for church purposes. 

Whelm the distinguished surgeon, Dr. 
Osier, was called to Oxford, his succes- 
sor was Dr. Llewellyn Franklin Barker, 
a graduate of Toronto University. It 
lias been estimated that there are be- 
tween four and five thousand Canadians 
in the medical lists of the United States. 

But apart from these men, who stand 
in the limelight, so to speak, all the 
large cities of the United States are 
filled with Canadians, who are occupying 
positions of trust as accountants, chief 
clerics, assistant managers, managers, 
railway officials, etc. As a rule they 
are placed at a premium on account of 
their reliability, industry and high de- 
gree of intelligence. To he a Canadian 
is a favorable introduction to most places 
of business. 

Canadians are particularly well rep- 
resented in all the professions. A num- 
ber of them, well known, are prominent 
in literary and journalistic circles, and 
not a few have achieved distinction on 
(he stage. It is, therefore, no mean 
compliment to the Dominion that in a 
nation of clever people her sons have 
achieved so much prominence.

the run in 1000 would he a small one." 
The accuracy with which he judged 
this nuttier is displayed by (lie fact that 
in 1002 the total pack of sockeyes on 
the Fraser river — till Fraser river run- 
ning Bah — was 033,000 cases, whilst this 
year, 1000, will probably not exceed 
dlO.OOO cases, a decline of more than 
fifty per cent.

This order is in no- 
cordnnce with an extension of time re- 
cently enacted on account of the short- 
age of tonnage Hying the American Ha'.', 
for Ihe ad was passed during the last 
session of congress, and was to have 
gone into effect .Inly 1, 100(5. 

This extension of lime, ii is thought, 
will enable the American shipowners to 
build a sufficient number ol! vessels to 
handle that traffic. Tin; clause of Ihe 
notice referring lo this law Is as fol- 
lows: 

■•Thai on and nfter April 1 1. 1009, no 
merchandise except supplies fur the 
army and navy shall he transported by 
sea between ports of the United Stales 
ami ports in Ihe Philippines, directly or 
by way of a foreign port, or for any 
par! of the voyage, in any Other vessel 
than a vessel of the United States. The 
same tonnage taxes shall be levied, col- 
lected and paid upon all foreign vessels 
coming into Ihe United Slates from the 
Philippines which are required by law 
on vessels coming into ihe United States 
from foreign countries."

The meetings of Ihe Victoria Trades 
and Labor Council are being well at- 
tended. There Is a lot of "new 
blood" in the council, and the old and 
new members are working together 
splendidly, all bands realizing thai the 
present Is a time for united action In 
all matters wherein the cause or labor 
is Involved. With the congress loom- 
ing ahead and the constant coming In 
of important matters requiring earnest 
attention, the members can always 
expect two hours' hard work at the 
council meetings. A large number of 
the local unions are represented at 
every meeting. There are several 
unions unrepresented In the council, 
and other unions whose delegates 
neglect to attend. A majority of the 
unions are affiliated with the council, 
and in view of the Important business 
constantly being transacted, the unions 
"out of the fold" are certainly missing 
something by not Inn ing a voice in the 
deliberations. 

At the last council meeting deter- 
mined action was taken on the Chi- 
nese, Hindoo and jail strike-breaking 
questions, and al the close of ihe 
meeting President Cray moved this 
resolution : 

"That the council forward to the 
Trades and Labor Congress the fol- 
lowing motion: 'That steps be at 
once taken for the formation of a 
Canadian labor party having a com- 
bined national, provincial and munici- 
pal platform to which all joining mem- 
bers and all candidates shall be firmly 
pledged.' ' 

'I'he president asked the council to 
discuss this motion fully at the next 
meeting, and In briefly outlining the 
work of such a pally, if formed, he 
said that, in his opinion the worlt of the 
labor party should be something on 
these lines: 

To adopt a platform embodying na- 
tional, provincial and municipal legis- 
lation for the best Interests of the 
masses of the people. 

To draw up a constitution providing 
for the admission of members, for the 
government of the party, and for the 
selection of candidates, who shall con- 
test municipal and parliamentary elec- 
tions, in the direct interests of labor. 

To promote social Intercourse be- 
tween members, and to provide a com- 
mon meeting ground upon which 
workers throughout the province and 
the Dominion generally shall be en- 
abled to join hands and to make 
preparations for the struggle for the 
defence of the Interests of the masses 
as against the interests of the monop- 
olists and the classes generally. 

To secure the proper representation 
of the workers by the workers on all 
elected bodies. 

To provide and regulate a system 
of flnnnclng, by membership fees and 
otherwise, by Which a fund shall be 
built up for the purpose of contenting 
labor elections and for any other pur- 
pose by which "the cause of labor can 
be advanced. 

The motion was seconded, partly 
discussed and referred to the munici- 
pal and legislative committee, who 
were asked to report on It to the next 
.meeting of the council,

I TROUT BROOKS I 
I ON THE FARM \ 

eoQoooaooasoonooooooaooeee 

I think that twenty ncres of woodland 
rightly distributed in protecting the 
springs and marshy springy spots, which 
form the headwaters of the little brooks 
and their confluents, would be of more 
value on a farm than fifty acres in one 
patch left at random, and could this be 
realized generally we would linve less 
of the shrinkage of water and water 
power in .summer time. 

Unfortunately; most farmers seem to 
have no idea of the value of a piece of 
'woods beyond that of some day being 
able to cut it down to sell, or use the 
timber. They think that a patch ef 
woods is waste ground till it is down, 
and never realize that it is really, if 
rightly placrd, a vast sponge lo store til) 
wafer which will make their land more 
fertile and help them out in time or 
drought. This is well illustrated by one 
of the correspondents of this paper, 
who told of the increased fertility and 
value of his land from having formed, 
a trout pond. The thirsty land by ca- 
pillary force drew the water many rods 
inland and thus improved the crops. 

There are many little watercourses 
which run dry in summer, which, if their 
sources were properly protected would 
he little trickles of water even in the 
hottest weather. Those are of untold 
value to the farmer and the streams. 

It is, of course, well nigh impossible 
to get the farmers in the settled part of 
the country to do anything radical to 
improve this matter, but show them it 
will pay, nud the right spirit once 
aroused, much will be done. In parts 
still unsettled an ounce of prevention Is 
worth a pound of cure. As I write, an 
instance of this tiling rises before me, 
ami I feel impelled to give it. I know 
a stream thai once, from its source lo 
its mouth, was a tine trout brook. It 
is formed by two main branches, and oa 
the map looks like n Utile V. Both 
branches rose in woodland fields, their 
waters were clear and cold. A number 
of years ago I lie woods which covered 
the source of the right-hand branch were 
cut down. Now a miserable bog occu- 
pies the siti'. \u trout are to be found 
any more in this stream, but it is 
tilled with dace, etc. It is a torrent In 
winter, a mud hole in summer. The 
land along its course has suffered with 
it. Tlie other branch has not been in- 
jured in this way. It tlows with a more 
even volume, and is tilled with trout. Il 
cools the main stream, so that, trout 
are plenty lo its month, and not a tlaee 
is to he found below the fork. 




Anil It's there Hint Annie Laurie 
<Iave me her promise true ! 

\XWFLTOX braes are just as 
bonnie today .as they were 
200 years ago when Wil- 
liam Douglas the young laird of 
Fiugland, wrote tho song that hits 
made his name immortal, and that is 
likely to hold its place in the heart 
of the English-speaking races as long 
as our language shall last. 

Of Douglas himself und his love story 
history gives us but meagre informa- 
tion. We know little except that he 
loved Annie Laurie, of Maxwelton, who 
gave him her "promise true," but who 
alas! married not him but his wealth- 
ier rival, Fergusson of Crnlgdnrrocli. 
Local tradition adds that he was a hot- 
tempered fellow, ready to pick a quar- 
rel and to pursue it. to the sword's 
point — for he fought a number of duels. 
Fingland, his property, was only a lit- 
tle Dumfreishire farm, but he was a 
member of the historic huuse of Doug- 
las, the proudest family of Scotland. 
When he lost his betrothed, he left the 
country and sought service in the great 
war that had rent Europe in twain at 
the time — the war in which Marlbor- 
j ougll won his victories over the gen- 
I erals of Louis X1Y, Later — so the story 
.goes — he came home again and married 
iBettle Clark of Glenboig, who bore him 
many children; but no living descend- 
ant of the line is known, and bis mod- 
est patrimony has long since passed 
into the hands of strangers. 

Of Annie Laurie we have much am- 
pler chronicles. She was born al Bar- 
jag Tower, a few miles from (Maxwel- 
ton, .the residence of the Kiddles, her 
mother's people. Her father necorded 
the event in a manuscript note still ex- 
tant tit Bnrjag: 

At the pleasure of Almighty God, my 
daughter Annie Laurie was horn upon 
the sixteenth day .of December, 1 082 
years, about six o'clock in the morning, 
ami was baptized by the minister of 
■Gloneairn. 

Her girlhood was mainly spent at 
IMaxwelton House, which even then' was 
a mansion of some age. It had once 
been called Glencairn Castle, and hal 
belonged to the Earls of Glencairn, 
wdiose title dated back to FISS. In Kill) 
it was purchased by Stephen Laurie, a 
merchant of Dumfries, who had pros- 
pered in his business, and whose wife 
was the heiress of Provost Corsano. 
A Fine Old Scottish Mansion. 
An interesting feature of the build- 
ing is a series of "marriage stones" let 
into its outer walls. The first of these 
set above a quaint square window in 
the southwest tower, bears the family 
arms and crest, the date 1041, and the 



DEER FORESTS. 

The news despatches tell us that 
Henry Phipps, of Pittsburg, has rented 
the famous Glen Quoich (leer forest in 
Scotland. The estate comprises fifty 
thousand acres, or something more than 
seventy-eight square miles. The papers 
pul the "total rent expenses" au $500,- 
000 u season; but this is p patent ex- 
aggeration, although the finances of 
deer forests are expressed in large fig- 
ures. Al the time of a recent compu- 
tation then, were in Scotland one hun- 
dred and ten deer forests, covering a 
total area of two million acres, and 
bringing an annual rental, if let, of one 
million live hundred thousand dollars. 

A deer forest, by the way, does not of 
necessity mean a wooded trnct; it is any 
territory set apart for a deer range, ami 
may be wooded or open. A lurst pro- 
portion of the lands devoted now to deer 
was formerly used for sheep; 
and the change to deer forest has 
been made not out of sentiment, but be- 
cause the hunting ground is much more 
profitable than the sheep pasture. The 
conversion of grazing and agricultural 
lands to such purposes of sport has been 
in times past a political question, and 
the world has heard much about the 
eviction of the crofters from their High- 
land homes by the deer preservers; but 
there are not wanting, apparently, con-

In L-'coi, is the motto: "Unless 
the Lora buil-J the house, the labor is 
lost of them that build il." The sec- 
ond stone, forming the capstone of the 
main entrance, is Hint 'of the heroine's 
father and mother, Robert Laurie and 
Jonn Kiddle. 

Maxwelton House stands on an emin- 
ence from which the ground slopes 
gently away on all sides. Below it, on 
the south, is a double terrace laid out 
in a stately old-world garden, ablaze 
with every hue of bloom, and primly 
marked off into circles and squares, and 
diamonds after the fashion of long ago. 
The mansion itself forms three sides 
of a quadrangle, with its entrance fac- 
ing the terraced garden. Its stone walls 
are stuccoed und whitewashed, and a 
heavy growth id' ancient ivy throws a 
dark green mantle over the round tow- 
er at the southwest corner. At this 
point the masonry is live feet thick — 
suggestive of the days when every 
border laird built his house to stand a 
siege. 

To most pilgrims to Maxwelton, how- 
ever, the most nl tractive part of the 
mansion is the eastern tower, the in- 
ferior of which is known as Annie Lau- 
rie's Boudoir. In Iter days this quaint 
old apartment could be reached only by 
an outside stairway. One of its arched 
sides has since been cut through, 
making il a part of the spacious, old- 
fnshiftced drawing-room. Tradition in- 
sists that it was the scene of William 
Douglas 1 wooing of the fair maid of 
Maxwelton. It looks ns if it. might have 
been built for an oratory, with its 
early English arches springing from 
the four low stone pillars set in the 
four corh'ers. 

The Portrait of Annie Laurie. 

Until one goes to Maxwelton House, 
Annie Laurie is the heroine of a lovely 
ballad, a tender bit of sentiment: em- 
bodied in unforgotten melody. When 
one has stepped across the threshold 
of her childhood home, lie takes on the 
vital personality of u breathing human 
creature. She looks down from the 
wall of the old dining-room — a fair and 
stately woman with ivory skin, haught- 
ily arched lips of scarlet, and hair 
black as night. With never a jewel 
to break the perfect lilies of her throat 
and busr, the white satin gown in which 
she sat for her portrait falls hack from 
her bosom, pprted low in simple style. 
She seems a living embodiment of the 
courtly grace of a proud young Scottish 
matron in the days of the Stuarts. 

Xot far away hangs n companion pic- 
lure of Fergusson of Crnigdarcoclt, a 
handsome young fellow wdio might well 
have been a fit mate for the brilliant 
beauty of Max we! ton. There are also 
portraits of later Lauries— among (hem 
one of General Sir Robert Laurie, who 
was a friend of Robert Burns, and who 
took part in a famous drinking contest: 
chronicled by the poet ill his ballad of 
"The Whistle," His antagonists were a 
Fergusson of Craigdarroeh and n Kid- 



dle of Glen Kiddle— the. former being 
Annie Laurie's grandson, the latter a 
distant cousin. Fergusson was victor in 
the limit, and (he prise he won — the so- 
called Whistle o' Worth, a silver drink- 
-ing-eup with a long history— is to this 
day one of the possessions of Craig- 
darroeh. 

Just now, however, it In in the strong 
room of an Edinburgh bank, together 
With the autograph will of Annie Lau- 
rie and the saddle from which her hus- 
band's father fell when he was killed 
m the disastrous rout of the royal 
troops at Killicratlkic. These treasured 
relics are stored away till the present 
owner of Craigdarroeh, the elder of the 
twill daughters of the late Captain Fer- 
gusson, shall come into the inherit- 
ance — a date which is a good many 
years distant, as the two little girls 
are still in the schoolroom, and (heir 
lathers will directed that the property 
should he held in trust until they are 
twenty-live. 

The Present Laird of Maxwelton. 

The Lauries' lirsl acquired their 
title in 1085, when Robert Laurie — 
three yours after the birth of his fa- 
mous daughter— was created a haronet 
"for his merits" by James 11. Their 
direct male line became extinct a gen- 
eration or so huek. The present occup- 
ant of Maxwelton is a grand-nephew of 
the last Sir Robert Laurie, and assum- 
ed the surname on succeeding to the 
property. He is a clergyman, and wan 
lor many years rector of a London 
church, St. George's, Bloomsbury, from 
which lie retired owing to (he loss of 
his sight. As he Inherited a baronetcy 
from his father, Sir John Bnyley, his 
proper style and title is (he Rev, Sir 
Emilias Laurie. Baronet. To this ven- 
erable gentleman the writer is indebt- 
ed for some of the information present- 
ed here. He passed his eightieth birth- 
day some time ago, and last year ho 
and Lady Laurie celebrated their gold- 
en wedding anniversary. 

The music of "Annie Laurie" is not 
nearly as old as tho words of the bal- 
lad. It was written n little more than 
sixty years ago by Lady John Scott, 
wiiose husband was a younger son of 
one of the Dukes of Buccleucln' She 
was a musician of genuine talent, and 
several of her other songs have gamed 
wide popularity, though none of tnVm 
has sung itself into the hearts of the 
world like the simple and beautiful me- 
lody lo which she set William Douglas' 
touching lyric. 

The traveler who desires to visit An- 
nie Laurie's country may not find it 
altogether easy to make his way into 
this unfrequented comer of .Scotland. 
With Dumfries as a starting-point be 
van take a branch railroad to tlie vil- 
lage of Moninive, near which, by the 
way. is Thomas Cnrlyle's farm of 
Craigonputoeli. "U13 loneliest nook in" 
Britain," as the sage culled it. From 
Moninive up the valley of the little 
river Cairn and through the flowery 
braes of Maxwelton to the old mansion 
of Lauries. 
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sums that only the vet 
enjoy the sport. 

In the British press there has been 
some carping that the American mil- 
lionaire was crowding out the British 
de«r stalker; but the landed proprietors, 
wlio after nl! are the ones chiefly to be 
pleased, welcome the Pittsburg dollars 
at current rates of exchange. 



London, August 4. 

The most popular bank holiday of 
the whole year lias begun. London is 
"empty" — except for the weary legis- 
lators at Westminster who are finish- 
ing the work of the session. Fashion- 
able London is off to the continent and 
to Scotland, and a spell of idleness and 
deadly dullness bus set in for those 
who are condemned to stay in London 
in the season when all who can fly 
from the hot streets have gone. All 
the political and social activities will 
soon be wholly suspended till Parlia- 
ment meets again at the end of Octo- 
ber. The law courts, too, will tie 
idosed for the long vacation, and no- 
body will be left but the perspiring 
journalists of Fleet street and the other 
working clusses of whom no account Is 
taken when we say London Is empty. 
The weather this week makes a Illglit 
to the seaside more than ordinarily 
necessary for tropical heat and quite 
phenomenal thunderstorms have visit- 
ed the metropolis. Even our American 
visitors are remarking It, although un- 
til now they have said our heat was 
just pleasantly comfortable. The 
throng In the streets is almost entirely 
made up of visitors, the bulk of whom 
are Americans and colonials and 
French people. 

As the first session of the new Par- 
liament closes, an announcement is 
made which is of the greatest Interest 
and importance to England und the 
Empire. The government proposes to 
cut up the crown lands as they become 
available aru.1 allot the 71,000 acres to 
small farmers and market gardeners. 
In Cambridgeshire 4,000 acres wdll at 
once be offered, and the Cambridge- 
shire Small Holders Association, wdiose 
president Is Mr. C. D. Rose, M. P., (one 
of our Canadians at Westminster) wdll 
tako over a farm of f)00 acres near 
Cambridge, These crown lands which 
He In the northern and midland and 
southern counties between Yorkshire 
and Kent, have been Idle grass lands, 
and some of them almost entirely 
-waste. Ten years ago the late Sir Wm. 
Harcoui't as chancellor of the excheq- 
uer, was on tliG point of releasing them 
to let and small tenants. Hut on the 
advent of the Conservative govern- 
ment the matter was put aside, and 
although the agitation continued, noth- 
ing was done. We shall in a little time 
see nil the 71,000 acres in tho hands of 
small cultivators and apart reaffprest- 
ed and made productive. Rent will be 



paid to the Woods and Forests De- 
partment of the government, and the 
president of the Board of Agriculture, 
Lord Carrington, who has had great 
experience, will administer tlie scheme, 
ft is expected that It wdll have a great 
effect in leading the great landlords of 
England to join for letting small hold- 
ings, and so draw the people back to 
tho land. The effect upon emigration 
to the colonies will not be unfavorable. 
As town workers who ought to be on 
the land get back to small farms and 
acquire experience in agriculture, an 
increased class of suitable settlors for 
larger farms; In the colonies will be cre- 
ated. 

The Education Bill which is now be- 
fore the Lords will not, It Is expected, 
provoke any uncompromising hostility 
between the Lords and tho Commons. 
The very moderate tone of the Arch- 
bishop's criticism and his recommenda- 
tion that it should be allowed to pass 
the second reading would suggest that I 
the Peers wdll send the bill back with 
some minor amendents which the I 
Commons a l the next session may in 
some manner accept. Even the Peers 
who are not to say educationists, admit! 
that the bill is not at all what some 
of the most narrow clerics would make 
it out. The great thing about it Is that 
all school board schools und church 
schools wdll be co-ordinate in manage- 
ment under the sole control of elvcted 
representatives of the county council, 
whose education committees acting un- 
der the government education depart- 
ment, will appoint the teachers, wdio 
shall be under no religious disability. 
Thus the existing clerical control of 
the schools where one-half of the chil- 
dren of the county are educated, Is done 
away with and the ratepayers' repre- 
sentatives tnko their place. There is 
no desire to secularize the schools. Re- 
ligious Instruction on the lines of sim- 
ple Bible teaching, which for thlrty 
years has satisfied the public, wdll be 
continued In the board schools, nnd In 
the church schools facilities for denom- 
inational teaching will be afforded on 
two days a week, or on all days of 
the week If rour-flfths of the rale- 
payers using the school vote for It. But. 
no denominational teaching shall be 
paid for out of the rates. Teachers 
will be allowed to give denominational 
teaching If the church or other donom- 
Inntlonallsts arrange with them. Apart 
from the religious clauses, the now bill 
Is an Improvement on the present sys- 
tem In respect of Its provision for the 
medical Inspection of all the scholars 



and the provision for vacation schools. 
Should the Lords be so rash as to re- 
ject the bill, there will be such a storm 
as will perhaps shake the House of 
Lords and the established church tq 
their foundations. 

Some four years ago Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward, the novelist, conceived the 
happy thought of providing an open 
air vacation school for the children of 
the district of London, where she lives 
(Bloomsbury.) She had the co-opera- 
tion of the board school teachers and 
gathered classes numbering some .'100 
scholars, who were taught dancing, 
singing, carpentery, clay modelling, 
drawing from nature, cooking, etc. This 
week the elementary schools being all 
closed for August and the children of 
tho poor are once more driven to spend 
weeks of idleness and dullness In the 
hoi. streets. Mrs. Ward's vacation 
school has reopened with about 000 
scholars. Happily the government has 
appreciated the excellence of the vaca- 
tion school idea, and in the Education 
BUI now before the House of Lords, 
provision is made whereby the local 
education authorities shall have power 
to run vacation classes, so that next 
>ear it is hoped all the neglected 
youngsters of our big towns will be in- 
vited to vacation schools, where learn- 
ing and play are so charmingly com- 
bined. 

On Wednesday the Colonial Marriage 
Bill passed the committee stage and 
next session It will go to the House of 
Lords. It is amended so ns not to bo 
retrospective, and as it is, it is cordial- 
ly approved by the Commons. What 
Will be Its fate in the Upper House, 
where In a question of this kind the 
clerical Influence Is so powerful, it 
would he rash to prophesy. Its repeat- 
ed failure is an insult to the colonies, 
and il may bo that this consideration 
will weigh with the bishops, with wdiom 
it now rests, to put an end to what is a 
scandal. 

The motor bus which Is making Itself 
such a hateful nuisance to every pedes- 
trian in London streets, and to the 
dwellers in once quiet neighborhoods, 
has at last roused the anger of the 
church. The alleged emptying of the 
West End churches Is traceable to tho 
bus, not because the people have tak- 
ing to riding on Sunday Instead of go- 
ing'to church, but because the horrible 
noise of tho bus passing churches like, 
those at Westminster and the Strand 
and Piccadilly and Kensington, make; 
It necessary to close tho windows, nnd 
closed windows with tho thermometer 
ut 90 degrees is, of course, too much 
even for the most zealous churchgoers. 
The police must soon have greater con- 
trol, over this aggressive motor traffic, 
or London, hitherto tho quietiest of 
big cities, will be Intolerable. 

The future of (he London motor bus 
is not, however, altogether hopeless. 
Tho House of Commons committee, 
which has been considering the matter, 
finds that the noise Is largely prevent- 
able, and It Is recommended that tho 
Imperfect mechanism of the noisy 
vehicles bo levelled up to the standard 
of the latest. Improvements, and further

This summer is made notable, from t 
musical viewpoint, by tUc occurrence ol 
several great festivals la .honor of tlii 
composers Mozart and WajjneK One, eel 
ebrutlns tUe one hundred and fiftieth 
birthday of Mozart, 1* to take place lit the 
Aula Aeademlcn in Salzburg, the city 
Mozart's blrtll, from August IT to 'JO. Uh 
usual performance of Klehard Wagner 
music dramas, at the fc'estspietlmiis at 
Bayreuth, .has already begun, occurring this 
year for the thirtieth time, and, In addi- 
tion, there is to he a great dual festival 
given at the Prims Regentcu Theatre ol 
Munich, In honor of both composers, from 
August 13 to September 7.

Wagner, on the other band, could havo 
saved a fortune had be not had tastes of 
such a sybaritic nature. Moreover, h! 
never wrote a work to order, composing 
simply as the spirit, moved him, with a 
fixed art purpose In everything lie did. and 
ID addition, -writing the words himself. 

To MOZart, the music was an end In it- 
self; to Wagner, merely the means to ' an 
end— the production of n perfect art- 
whole. And it Is perhaps for this reason 
that Mozart excelled In the sonata-form, 
while Wagner (with few exceptions) wrote 
nothing but music dramas. 

Mozart from his earliest childhood was 
remarkable pianist. Wagner eo«M not 
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a man admirable In every way, learned, 
hut not pedantic, firm and strict, but not 
stern, wise and lovable. Ia a time when 
low pleasures ruled, and licentiousness 
ran riot, Leopold Mozart lived a life of 
noble dignity and .high alms. Mozart's 
mother was of an affectionate, easy-going 
nature, and fond of gayety. 

The extent of Wagner's home training 
may he Inferred from his own words. "I 
grew up," he says, •'unrestrained by au- 
thority, und with no other guides than 
life, art nnd myself." 

Their very deaths were typical of the 
nature of each. Mozart, through a life ot 
toll and privations, had so weakened his 
constitution that at the early age of thirty- 
five he sank gradually to his death— a gen- 
tle fading away, the passing of a soul 
with the passing of the year, for it was 
while driving with his Constance one au- 
tumn day, while he was at work on the 
"Requiem.'' that, he said, "I am writing 
It for myself." It was true. On the 
■morning of December 5, 1T01, he passed 
away. 

Wagner, who was suffering from heart 
disease and asthma, had been warned re- 
peatedly by his physicians to avoid all ex- 
citement. The fa mil v went to Venice for 
ills .health. On February 13, 1883, while 
out In his gondola, he gave way to u lit 
of anger. Springing up suddenly, he cried, 
"I feel very 111," and fell. When the doc- 
tor came, the composer was dead In the 
arms of his wife, who supposed him sleep- 
ing. E. L.

Concerning the years when Bruckner, 
tioldniiirk, nnd Bra Inns were the great 
triumvirate of composers in Vienna, and 
Mans Richer their prophet. Professor 
Bach rich, their friend, says that each of 
those three composers had his spe- 
cial set of admirers, who appeared in 
force whenever the Philharmonic pro- 
gramme included n novelty by them. 
Bruckner was always ready to appear 
on the stage, in response to applause and 
calls. lie was. kept bowing ami reap- 
pearing long after the players had left 
the stage. Goldmark also was not par- 
ticularly coy. Rut [Brahms was. He 
used to sit in n corner when one of his 
works had its lirst performance, nnd 
just before the end he would tiptoe out 
of the hall. 

Among the new inventions shown nt 
the recent musical exposition in Berlin 
was one by Fran Antoinette Arntzeu — 
a method of increasing the resonance of 
lite voice by inserting a film tinder the 
roof of tlie mouth, making n sort of 
sounding-board. The apparatus is in- 
tended for (be use of orators, officers, 
sea captains, etc., us well as for singers. 

The Festhalle which is to be erected 
at Frankfort for the competitions of Ger- 
man vocal societies will be the largest 
music bail in the world. There will be 
25,000 seats, and room on the stage for 
I.tlUO singers. The cost of the building 
will be about $1,000,000. It was nt the 
Kaiser's suggestion that it was planned. 
A few weeks after he bad expressed bis 
wish. Dr. Adicltes, the mayor of Frank- 
fort said to tile city fathers: "Gentlemen, 
I have already signed the documents 
which will make the imperial desire an 
accomplished fact." The Festhalle will 
also be used for various assemblies and 
expositions; in the matter of art exhi- 
bitions, in particular, Frankfort intends 
to compete hereafter for supremacy with 
.Munich. 

As was announced some time ago the 
Messrs. de Flors, do Cnvnillet and Andre 
Messager have made nil opera of Alfred 
do Mussel's "Le Chandelier." The new 
opera will be snug at the Opera Comique 
Paris, during the coming season. Mme. 
Marguerite Carre will create the princi- 
pal role. 

Charles Ellis bns arranged n new con- 
tract with Ignnz Pnderewski, whereby 
the Polish pianist will play entirely 
under bis management for the entire 
sett son. 

He will come to Xew York in October 
and remain until May, giving in that 
period no fewer than one hundred con- 
certs. 

' lie was to have come in January for 
seven concerts only with the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. Ill spite of the 
many requests made to Mr. Ellis that 
the pianist give nt least a few recitals, 
it was found impossible. Tlie manager 
has finally compromised the matter by 
singing a contract with Pnderweski for 
the whole of tlie season. 

On the lour with tlie. Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra Paderweskl's new sym- 
phony will be played under Karl Muck's 
direction. 

The revenues of the Wagner family 
arc equal to an income of a hundred 
thousand dollars n year in this country, 
says W. J. Henderson in "llunsey's." 
Hence it is safe to say that Wagner 
is the best paid composer of the present. 
Lohengrin is performed oftener in 
Europe than any other opera, and Wag- 
ner's representations far outnumber 
those of any other master. His name 
and fame wore in more than one sense 
a precious heritage to his family. 

Next to Wagner the most successful 
composer in Europe just now is Puccini, 
the creator of "Toscn," "En Boheme" 
and "Madame Butterfly." An tstimnte 
of his earnings is almost impossible to 
got, as he draws royalties from 
so many different sources and in so 
many different ways. A conservative 
calculation of his earnings however, 
puts them at about $25,000 a year, 
which in the economical land of Italy 
makes him a prince And though he 
does not earn so much as Wagner, he 
has one tremendous advantage over that 
master in thai lie is still alive and may 
add to his list of successes. 

Coming over the ocean to our own 
country wo lincl that wo are conspicu- 
ously without any Wagners or Puc- 
clnis. Our great composers are yet In 
embryo. The money earned In the 
United States by the composition of 
high-class music Is so little that It 
would scarcely be worth while to 
search for It. On tbo other hand, wo 
are not wholly wit bout producers of 
music which pays very well. The field 
of profit In this happy land Ilea In the 
composition of comic operattas and 
songs.

And today — what 
remains of Rossini ? One opera: "Tbo 
Barber of Seville."

It Is the product of 
a mind that did not to take either art 
or life quite seriously. Eight Is thrown 
on this side by tho remarks of a re- 
cent biographer:

AtVd with 
that opera he closed his stage career, 
although lie lived thirty-nine years 
longer. The most extravagant offers 
from publishers did not tempt him any 
more than the Idolatry of the public, 
or the entreaties of fair women. 

"My dear Troupenas," be wrote to 
one. of these publishers, "for fame I do 
not write any more, and money Ii have 
all I need. Fame Is an illusion, work 
a burden." 

And this most airy of philosophers 
was a gros rhangeur, an enormous, a 
passionate cater. 

"The stomach," he wrote, "is the con- 
ductor who rules the grand orchestra 
of our passions. An empty stomach Is 
to me like a bassoon which growls with 
discontent or a piccolo flute which ox- 
presses Its desires In shrill tones. A 
full stomach, on tho other hand, Is the 
triangle of pleasure, or the drum of 
joy. To eat, to love, to sing, to digest 
— these are In truth, the four nets of 
the comic opera we call life. Whoever 
lets it pass without having enjoyed 
them Is a consummate ass." 
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J. E. Preston Muddcek has contri- 
buted a remarkable article to Public 
Opinion on the evils of civilization, being 
the lirst of a series under tho general 
title of "Studies of the Human." 

"Civilization is man's struggle tip- 
wards, In which millions are trampled to 
deatli that thousands may mount on 
their bodies." 

Professor George Drummond has 
shown that long, long ago the moon re- 
volved close to the earth, and at n still 
earlier period formed part of this globe. 
From that time to tho present be calcu- 
lates that at least 54,000,000 years must 
havo elapsed. 

Fifty-Four Million Yours | ] t almost 
takes one's breath away to think of it. 
And how many millions of years has tlie 
world been in existence before the moon 
became an Independent body-V That 
question staggers the human brain; and 
the thoughtful man feels that he himself 
is peculinry insignificant when compared 
with tire slow but never-failing work of 
Nature; and yet in the grand scheme of 
the universe, as far as our finite minds 
can comprehend it, Man is the greatest 
wonder of all, und probably the only 
failure. 

As ii is impossible to determine, even 
approximately the age of the earth, so 
it is equally impossible to say when man 
first made ins appearance, despite the 
good people who put a literal interpre- 
tation on tlie scriptural description of 
man's creation. Science leaches many 
truths, and leaves us no reason to doubt 
that at a period so remote that our hu- 
man minds cannot conceive it our earth 
was an incandescent mass, it is easy 
to form some idea of the slow revolv- 
ing ages that passed the while the crust 
of tlie globe was cooling ami seas form- 
ing. And when at last after 
aeons and aeons the world be- 
come fit for life, life appeared. 
How, when, whence, nnd what was its 
primal form ? Here again we are con- 
fronted with n problem which the brain 
of man is absolutely incapable of dealing 
with. But it is not rash speculation to 
suppose that vegetable life pre-existed 
animal life by a period of time that 
can only be measured by hundreds of 
thousands of years. It is weirdly fascin- 
ating to think of the desolation of tlie 
vast forests, the solitude of tlie great 
plains when there was no cry of bird, 
no growl of beast, no hiss of serpent, 
only an awful silence broken occasion- 
ally by the rush of wind, tlie bent of 
rain, tlie roar of thunder; and the crash 
of giant trees as lightning smote them; 
and what n wonderful thing it is to 
speculate upon the beginning of animal 
life. YVhnt was its initial form ? .Not 
even if we pin bur faith to tlie story of 
the Creation tis told in- Genesis can we 
believe that nil forms. of life ns we know 
them now eame into existence simultane- 
ously. But one thing is tolerably cer- 
tain, the world was peopled by birds and 
beasts, by reptiles and fishes countless 
ages before man was called into being. 
And it may lie regarded as an incontro- 
vertible fact that amongst all the living 
tilings that roamed from Pole to Pole 
there was constarit war, nnd tlie preying 
:-of one tiling upon' (another. This note 
of destruction seems to' be nature's key- 
note, and no doubt litis been so from the 
beginning of time. In studying tlie grand 
and comprehensive scheme of creation, 
it is not difficult to understand Ibe desir- 
ability of die weal: and unfitting being 
weeded out. The first forms of life that 
were called into being were probably 
perfect, but causes which we can only 
surmise conspired to produce a certain 
amount of degeneration, therefore it 
was highly desirable that this process of 
degeneration should be checked ns much 
as possible. The check was exercised 
by the weak falling a victim to the 
strong. It must lie remembered that 
brute ami not moral force ruled the 
world at that remote period. 
With the advent of matt a new era was 
inaugurated and also a new antngnoism 
for it is perfectly obvious that man 
would from the first claim to be the 
ruler; we have some, biblical warrant, 
indeed for believing that be was ordained 
to rule over till created thingsand that 
the fruits of the earth were for his en- 
joyment. Now somewhere among mouldy 
tomes of Persian literature — which is 
rich in wise sayings— there is a proverb 
that runs to this effect: — "The angels 
wept when man was created, anil where 
man goeth the shadow of Satan prece- 
ded! him." 

The applicability of this saw is pain- 
fully apparent, to everyone whose judg- 
ment litis not been warped by an un- 
reasoning optimism. Man is the failure 
—the one failure, shall we say V — in the 
tremendous scheme of creation. Even if 
we accept tin' view which so many 
millions of people have believed, .and still 
believe, that Hod culled man suddenly 
into being endowing hini with intelli- 
gence, us distinctive from instinct, ami 
giving him reasoning power so that he 
might lie able to discriminate between 
good ami evil, we cannot get nwoy from 
the fact that moil is a failure. The 
terms good and evil are, of course, co- 
eval with man himself, for there could 

have been no knowledge of g I and evil 

among the brutes. 

Tlie biblical story of the creation of 
man as a perfect being, physically and 
mentally, is incompatible with tin' know- 
ledge that science has revealed to ns of 
what we term "primitive man." Primi- 
tive man, who bus left: such unmistnk- 
able evidence of existence behind him 

was a being in whom the moral facul- 
ties, as we in our boasted higher civili- 
zation understand them, were dormant 
or non-existent, while intellectually lie 
was superior to the lower forms ol" life 
only in degree. This is to say. lie com- 
bined all the cunning of (he lower forms 
with a power of reasoning Unit gave him 
an immense advantage. It is also ob- 
vious that h" must have possessed physi- 
cal qualities which tlie human being of 
tlie present day entirely lacks. Primi- 
tive man bad to wage war on the beasts 
of the field, the birds of the air, ami 
the fishes of the sea in order that he 
himself might live, increase, and mul- 
tiply, This struggle for existence called 
into' play t lint reasoning cunning which 
enabled him lo outwit his prey ami keep 
his larder well slocked witii food. To 
obtain food was the cbelf, probably tlie 
only, aim of his life. Such intellectual 
pursuits as lie indulged in were the striv- 
ing after better weapons that would give 
him slil! greater advantage in tlie chase. 
Wo know that In tlie early stages of hu- 
man life man dwelt in a cave or a bole 
in tlie ground, while in order to protect 
his body from cold lie partially or wholly 
clothed it in tlie skins of the animals lie 
slew. How be passed his time when not 
engaged in hunting for his food we can 
only vaguely conjecture; he certainly did 
not' write books nor produce works of 
art, while his constructive faculties 
must have been absolutely undeveloped, 



if wo except bis power to fashion rude 
weapons to enable him to bring down his 
prey. At u later sUtge — though it. is 
reasonable to suppose this was not. 
Ulitil very many generations had been 
swept away — we find hini making canoes, 
living in wattle huts, and restoring lo 
lake dwellings as a means of affording 
him better security from danger. The 
remains that have come to light of these 
dwellings tell us unmistakably that tlie 
constructive faculty was now develop- 
ing, nnd man found it necessary lo pro- 
tect himself from his brother animal— 
man. It wns the first step towards civ- 
ilization. 

In speaking of civilization', it may well 
be asked what is meant by t ho term, it 
certainly implies no fixed standard of 
ethics or maimers except in theory; nnd 
in many respects tlie civilized man of 
the twentieth century is worse titan 
primitive man of the early ages. We 
talk glibly enough of tlie blessings of 
civilization, but we are careful to avoid 
reference to ils many curses. Civilization 
implies a higher development of tlie in- 
tellectual faculties at the cost of infer- 
ior physical qualities, it means greater 
knowledge with tlie inevitable result of 
greater sorrow. 

It is difficult lo say how communities of 
primalivc men governed themselves. 
Certainly they had no written laws; and 
probably the only recognised was that 
of might, though it is not di cult to 
conceive that (here was a much stronger 
bond of natural fraternal sympathy than 
exists among men at the present day; 
while as for vices, there must have been 
very few indeed as compared with the 
thousand and one that civilization has 
developed, it is ludicrous, almost 
amusing, to speak in the cant of the 
present day of barbarities and wicked- 
ness of tlie savage. In barbarities and 
wickedness civilization can give the 
savage a good many wrinkles. Before 
we made the Maori a liar and a hypo- 
crite, he was one of the noblest speci- 
mens of savage manhood, with a very 
high code of honor and morality; and 
even the cannibals of New Guinea have 
a much higher practical regard for 
morality as It affects the relations of 
tho sexes, as all travelers to that coun- 
try can testify, than Is observed among 
communities of civilized men. As civ- 
ilization marches into what we call the 
dark parts of the world there follow- 
In Its train a host of vices, and the way 
Is marked by empty rum bottles, while 
disease, suffering and death are the 
portion of those so-called savages upon 
whom the shadow of- civilization falls. 
Civilization begins the civilizing pro- 
cess by robbery, and when the victims 
who have been despoiled rise In wrath 
they are slaughtered in thousands ns 
an object-lesson , of the blessings of 
civilization. ; 

In modern times wo have had some 
glaring exa'nlples of this. The Span- 
lards under Pizarro were guilty of 
enormities which make the blood curdle 
to read them. While the story of what 
civilization has done for the Red In- 
dian puts <> yen Pizarro's exploits Into 
the shade. . And .what do we find at 
the present day? Where mice the noble 
red man hunted, there where he was 
once lord of the land by birthright are 
huge teeming cities where every vice, 
every evil of which human nature Is 
capable flourishes, and Satan must 
laugh aloud as his shadow precedeth 
man. 

Civilization makes laws to bind men 
in gyves of sfeel. It builds enormous 
prisons; it provides executioners with 
a rope or a guillotine; ft calls Into be- 
ing a thousand acts of parliament 
bristling with pains and penalties; it 
eovers the land with churches and 
chapels, and blatantly preaches Christ, 
but hypocrisy, cant, lying, cheating, 
thieving, knavery of every .description 
adultery, every form of moral unclean- 
linqss, cruelty, and murder are as rani- 
pant today as they have been at any 
period of the world's history. Modem 
Babylon is not one whit purer, cleaner, 
or more moral than Babylon of old, 
and. Indeed, it may almost safely be 
asserted that the chivalry of the middle 
ages was productive of a much purer 
state of morals than we can boast of 
In this the twentieth century. Honor 
was something more than an expres- 
sion under the reign of Chivalry, while 
the virtue of woman was held in much 
higher regard than in this unromantic 
age, when the modern divorce court 
furnishes the world With stories of 
human wickedness and lust, which trlve 
the lie direct to the statement that civ- 
ilization has improved our morals. 

Civilization Is responsible for a vast 
amount of luxury, which tends to ef- 
feminacy; it gives us more physical 
comfort, and throws the aegis of the 
Law over human life and property. It 
does on a much larger scale what was 
done by the religious houses of the 
middle ages. It. sends out missionar- 
ies to the heathen to the heathen's ul- 
timate destruction, for where the, mis- 
sionary goes, the land grabber, the 
prospt-ctor, the trader soon follow, and 
tlie poor heathen la wiped out of ex- 
istence. !t rears In the midst of great 
cities or un their outskirts huge work- 
houses, which are at once a disgrace 
and a scandal. It allows boys and girls 
to toil and sweat in unwholesome fac- 
tories and warehouses as slaves of old 
never tolled and sweated. It allows 
hundreds of thousands of men, women 
and children to live, rot. and starve In 
foetid dens, and as they die It shovels 
them with scant ceremony Into pauper 
graves, and with but little of the sol- 
emnity of Christian burial. It boasts 
of the equality of its laws, and yet there 
Is one law for the rich and another 
for the poor. In theory, of course, It Is 
not so. But In the practical, applica- 
tion of tbo law we have a thousand 
and one glaring examples of Its unfair- 
ness. It allows self-Interests to dead- 
en all sense of justice. It destroys 
Ood's great spaces and God's pure air. 
It effaces all plcturesqueness and all 
romance. It rears hideous towns and 
cities, where the teeming Inhabitants 
are suggestive of conglomerate masses 
of human maggots jostling and push- 
ing each other on one side, each trying 
to best the other; each Indifferent to 
tho other, In the ruthless struggle for 
bare existence. It allows the gaunt 
nnd famine-stricken wretch to die In 
the gutter, while the pampered one of 
fortune rolls by In a. luxurious carriage. 
It builds huge navies; creates stupend- 
ous armies, nnd invents such diaboli- 
cal instruments to destroy men that the 
friends of the nether world must feel 
that they cannot compete with man. 
Civilization outrages Nature, and us 
Nature never forgets und never for- 
gives, she has taken from us the hardy 
manhood of primitive and modern sav- 
age man and afflicted us with a long 
list of nervous diseases which certain- 
ly were not known In earlier times. 

We who live In the twentieth cen- 
tury speak of the middle ages and 
medieval times as being barbarous and

The Czar 
appeals to Clod on every possible oc- 
casion, and hi; and his people are under 
the dominating Influence of the church. 
Everyone in Russia carries about with 
hi m an Ikon or sacred picture. They 
all worship Christ, and affect to be- 
lieve in Christ, yet Russia furnishes the 
world with an object lesson In wicked- 
ness and brutality, and scan the pages 
of history as we will, it is difficult to 
find a period of more wanton cruelty 
of man to man than we have seen ex- 
ercised in Russia during the last few 
years. Seldom has power been wield- 
ed with such merciless selfishness as 
It has been by the puppet who occupies 
the Russian throne and his depraved 
ncbles, who have, lived and grown rich 
by plunder anil by grinding the masses 
Into ihn mire with the Iron heel of des- 
potism.

southern states put together. It is es- 
timated that SO, 000 children .are work- 
ing in the cotton mills In the south 
employed on 12 hour shifts. In the In- 
dustrial states, there are over 1,700.000 
children under 10 years of age at 
work: In the south, six times as many 
children are working now as there were 
twenty years ago. 

To enforce their demands for an 
eight-hour day, all the lithograph 
printers and transferers in Montreal 
went on strike last week. Kifty-six 
men are out, and four Arms are affect- 
ed. The employers have jointly sent 
a man to England for the purpose of 
bringing out workers to fill the strik- 
ers' places. 

The schedule of the Sheet Metal 
Workers' union, Winnipeg, as contain- 
ed In an agreement with the employ- 
ing firms, expired on the last day of 
■ July. Notwithstanding that negotia- 
tions for a revised scale were opened 
up before the winter had passed, no 
agreement had been arrived at. In- 
stead of closing up at the end the dif- 
ferences widened and rather unexpect- 
edly a general strike was precipitated 
on August 1st, Wednesday. There are 
well over one hundred men Involved. 
The dispute is on the point of the rate 
per hour.' The union asks for 40 cents 
and that is the ilgure on which the 
strike is based. 

The ease of Tommeri vs. the West- 
ern Fuel Co., was up at Nanaimo last 
week before Judge Ell Harrison, arbi- 
trator appointed out of the supreme 
court. The ease is under the Work- 
men's Compensation Act, 1002, and is 
brought against the company by 
Joseph McAloney, official administra- 
tor and Julian Tommeri, mother of Hy.

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• Why Salad Is I 
2 Good In Summer I 

a a 
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The attractiveness of a salad as nn ad- 
junct to a dinner, especially in hot 
weather, is explained on physiological 
principles by a writer in The Lancet 
(London.) He calls attention to the fact 
that the sight of food, particularly ani- 
mal food, often lessens tile appetite on 
a hot day, and thai a fresh green salad 
not only renders the outlook of a meal 
attractive, but is encouraging also lo the 
digestive organs. lie stiys: 

"When there is no inclination to ent or 
when, us il is commonly said, a person: 
does not 'fancy' his food there is us a rule 
torpidity of digestive function. With the 
sight of tempting food the work of the 
digestive; organs is begun. 'The mouth 
wtiters,' and even the gastric juice Hows 
in responco to a pleasant impression. The 
salad, therefore, may fill a special and 
important gap in the dietary; and when 
it is prepared with oil, as every good 
salad Should be, it becomes an excellent 
and agreeable vehicle for conveying fat 
into the body." 

The writer tells us that until recent 
years (lie salad was an almost; ignored 
dish in Great Britain, its preparation be- 
ing badly understood. Even now, he 
says, few English people realize that 
materials for making salad grow wild 
abundantly in England and may he hnd 
for die mere plucking. He writes: 

"As a rule a salad conveys to the 
average English mind merely it dish of 
cultivated plants, such as lettuce, endive, 
cucumber, mustard, cress, onion or rad- 
ish. Sttcll excellent wild vegetables as 
sorrel, dandelion, wilii chicory, shepnrd's 
purse, lady's smock, or even slone crop 
all dignified by the nunio of weeds, are 
well known to cur French neighbors as 
admirable ingredients of a salad, hut 
such plants though growing abundantly 
in every grassy meadow, are almost un- 
known as materials for a salad in this 
country. Dressed hy the discreet addi- 
tion of sound olive oil and pure wine 
vinegar, no more excellent adjunct to a 
cold dish can he suggested. The oil mod- 
ifies and 'smooths ' the peculiar flavors 
of the juices of the plant, while the 
vinegar softens the tissues, renders them 
more digestible, and gives an agreeable 
piquancy to the whole. The use of 
salads prepared from tender plnnls by 
those who possess normal digestive pow- 
ers is undoubtedly salutary, and the! 
constituents of raw green vegetables! 
contain salts which have a favorable' 
efl'eei upon the condition of the blood. 
In cooking of course, a large proportion 
of these salts is removed. il is prob- 
ably the abundance of alkaline salts in 
green vegetables which makes them of 
service in .some diseases of the skin."

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; A Use for the • 
S Nitrogen of the Air I 

It really begins to look as If the 
chemists were going to make a com- 
mercially valuable substance of that 
very abundant but inert element, the 
nitrogen of the atmosphere. How 
"the fixation of atmospheric nitrogen," 
or its combination with oxygen in 
commercially usable products, has been 
accomplished by the use of powerful 
electrical discharges, has already been 
told in these columns. Now the tech- 
nologists are investigating the eco- 
nomics of the process and find that 
the artificial nitrates are nlrendy 
nearly, If not quite, able to compete 
with the natural product. Comment- 
ing on the plant now In operation In 
Norway, the Electrical World (Now 
York, July 21) notes that the subject 
possesses far more than a merely theo- 
retical Interest. It says: 

"If one stops to contemplate the re- 
sult of a famine in natural nitrates, 
the outlook Is something astonishing. 
Bereft of nitric acid, chemical manu- 
facture would be In an exceedingly 
bad way all along the line. It is the 
universal cheap oxidizing agent in 
addition to all its more direct uses, 
and beyond this is the basis of prac- 
tically all explosives. The Peace So- 
ciety should view with alarm the new 
process as tending to the perpetuation 
of 'villainous saltpeter' and all Its 
militant train. ♦ * * 

"As to the economic side of the pro- 
cess, the case is not yet clear. The 
reported consumption of electrical 
energy is about 4.1 kilowatt-hour per 
pound avoirdupois of nitric acid. If 
this figure can actually be maintained, 
the process looks feasible commercially 
when very cheap power can be ob- 
tained, especially as the product 
should be of rather a high grade. The 
strongest commercial acid costs in tills 
country between 5 and i> cents per 
pound by the carboy, and with proper 
allowance for dealers' profits it looks 
very much as If, using cheap water- 
power as a source of energy, the syn- 
thetic acid might be able to compete, 
if not Immediately, then at some not 
distant date when natural nitrates 
must inevitably be higher than at 
present." 

This, of course, the writer reminds 
us, does not take Into account the 
possibility of Improvement In the pro- 
cess, which is a very strong one. 
Many new chemical products that have 
at first been hardly able to compete 
with the natural ones have later 
pushed them hard. This was notably 
the case, we are told, with the manu- 
facture of alizarin and of artificial in- 
digo. The writer goes on to say: 

"The Notodden plant as now in- 
stalled Is on a commercial scale and 
Its product of nitric acid and calcium 
nitrate should be large enough to give 
sound data for judging the commercial 
value of the process. If It succeeds, 
as we trust It may, It will open up a 
new use for electricity on a very large 
scale. The amount of nitric acid and 
nitrates used is tremendous, so that 
there need be little fear of over-pro- 
duction. 

"Especially Is there use for a new 
industry like this as auxiliary to the 
complete development of water- 
powers. The standing problem of 
hydro-electric engineering Is the util- 
ization of the entire available flow. 
Nature is unkind In furnishing so un- 
even a water supply as generally 
exists. There Is a general need for 
industries that can ( take power at 
times when it is not otherwise usable 
and employ It In amounts sufficient to 
prevent waste. Pulp-mills have some- 
times proved very useful auxiliaries 
by doing this very thing, und electro- 
chemical works can be made even 
more useful, especially in cases such 
as this, where the raw material can be 
taken in without cost or at least very 
cheaply, and whereof the product can 
be conveniently stored. There are 
many hydraulic powers of which the 
flow available for power transmission 
purposes is moderate and Impossible 
to be delivered at very low cost. Yet 
the same privilege may for four or | 
five months have thousands of horse- 
power running over the dam. The 
market for ouch extra power is diffi- 
cult to find, since it cannot fairly be 
described even ns secondary power. It 
Is, however, temporary power which 
for part of the year could be put to 
good use in electro-chemical indus- 
tries If these were of such a character 
as could be carried on dlscontlnuously. 
Processes like this one here considered 
seem better able, to meet these condi- 
tions than almost any others, and 
could t.e com. feted very economically. 
Electric power from the surplus of the I 
higli-vator months could be profitably 
furnish'-'/! nl below hall' a cent per 
kilowatt -hour in many localities — far 
enough below. In fact, to give electro- | 
chemical processes now unremunerat- 
Ive a fair chance for profitable exist- 
ence."

ever seen. Arrayed In these splendid 
. garment!? the Emperor was to be the 
most glorious emperor on whom the 
sun had efver shono. But one thing- 
was peculiar about the new clothes — 
it was only the very clover people, the 
people who thought clearly, the people 
who were much wiser and better and 
more learned than all the rest of the 
world, who could see the clothes at all. 
The Emperor, who was the cleverest 
of all — in fact, the only person in his 
dominions who thought clearly, it was 
he who made tlx? great discoveries 
that it was 12 o'clock at noon, that 
two and two made four, and that to 
be virtuous was to he happy — the Era- 
poror praised the clothes more loudly 
than anyone. All the other clever 
people followed suit, for fear of being 
thought stupid, and finally the man in 
the street, who always likes to .shout 
with the largest crowd, praised the 
clothes almost as loudly as his betters. 
Evidently It was to be a great day 
when the. Emperor appeared in his 
magnificence. At last the great day 
came; His Majesty, robed in his new 
clothes, rode through the city, and the 
clever people all cheered and vowed 
that the royal costume was the most 
artistic, original, never-hefore-paral- 
leled raiment the world had ever seen; 
and there was a great shout. But it 
chanced that a. very simple person, 
who did not know tie- rides at all, saw 
the Emperor pass, and Just because he 
did not know tin- rules, he called out 
quite loudly, "But the Emperor has 
no clothes." Whereupon, the story 
tells us, first one and then another 
called out also, "But the Emperor has 
no clothes," ami then, despite the very 
clever people, men's eyes were opened, 
and everybody saw what indeed was 
quite clear, that the Emperor was as 
naked as he was born, and that the 
very clever people had simply talked 
themselves out of their wits. 

It was impossible not to be reminded 
of this pleasant tale at the close of 
the long, long speech In which the 
great army scheme of the government 
was expounded to an expectant audi- 
ence on July 12. For as there were 
really and truly no clothes, so there is 
realtv and truly no scheme. None. 
The 'upshot of the; whole scheme Is 
this, that some twenty thousand of the 
best troops in the army are to be got 
rid of with their reserves, and that a 
portion of the annual, cost of main- 
tenance of these troops may possibly 
be saved to the exchequer, and pos- 
sibly may not. All the rest is "Huff. 
The great and overwhelming army 
problem, which every soldier knows is 
the first we have to solve, is absolutely 
untouched. It is above all things 
necessary that we should have a thor- 
oughly good, army, capable of doing 
the police work of the empire In time 
of peace, and capable of - expansion by 
means of the addition of a very large 
number of efficiently trained officers 
and men in time ot war. Let us see 
what is Mr. Haldanc's contribution to 
the solution of tills problem. He is 
about to destroy ten battalions of reg- 
ular infantry and" nearly four thousand 
regular artillery. With wonderful in- 
stinct, he has selected for destruction 
the best material in the army for his 
experiments. Let us understand ex- 
actly what getting rid of a battalion 
means. A battalion has thirty officers, 
eighty non -commissioned officers, and 
reserves amounting in the case of a 
guards' battalion to over nine hundred 
men. Our first need is more trained 
officers and N.. C (Vs. As a means of 
supplying the need. Mr. Haldane de- 
stroys three hundred officers and eight 
hundred N. C. O.'s. The secretary of 
state's naive suggestion that you in- 
crease the number of available otficers 
by destroying the battalions to which 
tliey belong scarcely deserves a pass- 
ing notice. As a matter of fact, the 
officers will be supernumerary until 
they are absorbed, and the reduction 
will be as stated. 

We are in great need of additional 
reserves of trained men. To enable 
us to get them, Mr. Haldane destroys 
ten battalions, all of which are reserve 
producers, and of which two, the 
guards' battalions, produce a reserve 
at an exceptionally rapid rat''. 

The artillery is touched with an 
equally heavy and an equally blunder- 
ing hand. Above all things we require 
a reserve of the royal artillery. Mr. 
Haldane "hau discovered" that no one 
ever found this out till last December, 
when his eagle eye detected the short- 
age As a matter of fact the making 
good of the deficit of the horse and 
Held artillery has been the constant 
preoccupation of the war office for tin 
last si:; years. Since 1894 stn 
eight batteries have been created 
batteries grow slowly, hut thel 
serves grow more slowly si ill 
hence the deficit was inevitable, 
all that could be done to till It up was 
done. It was with this object that en- 
listment lor th< horse and Held artil- 
lery was kept on I lie three years' basts 
alter nine years was adopted for the 
infantry and seven years for the cav- 
alry. It was fur this reason that ar- 
rangements were made, with the good- 
will and concurrence of some of the 
principal artillery volunteer corps, 
whereby tin- voluntcr artillery were to 
supply reservists in case of war. It 
was tor this reason that the arrange- 
ments for utilizing the redundant gar- 
rison artillery militia, which the secre- 
tary of state produced as an Invention 
of his own, but which he actually found 
in the drawer of his predecessor, were 
elaborated and sanctioned. 

These are some of the Steps taken 
by unenlightened persons on whom the 
great gift of "dear thinking" is not 
bestowed. lad us see what is the na- 
ture of the alternative contribution of 
the highly illuminated administration 
which now regulates the destinies of 
the army. The artillery require great- 
er reserves. To obtain them three 
thousand eight hundred men are 
knocked bodily off the Held and horse 
artillery. Tills spirited measure will 
obviously deprive us of so much inter- 
est-producing capital. The reserve 
created by three thousand eight hun- 
dred men will cease to bo created. But 
this Is not all; the term of service Is 
to hi? increased from three lo six years 
This step may lie necessary for a por- 
tion of the artiller.s in order to pro- 
vide Indian drafts, but its effect upon 
the reserve is obvious. The reserve- 
produciug power will be diminished 
not merely by one half, as everyone 
who knows anything of the details of 
waste In the army is aware, by very 
much more than one half. In other 
words, for every hundred , men w ho 
pass into the reserve under the present 
system, we shall have aboul forty in 
the future. Lastly, to help us to gel 
a reserve for the artillery, the whole of. 
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sent to take service under the new 
conditions. What are these new con- 
ditions-.'' THey are as follows: That 
during peace-time a militiaman shall 
be trained to do work which ex liypoth- 
csi he will never do in war. That in 
peace-time he will he commanded by 
officers by whom ex bypothesl he will 
not be led In war. That he is to be- 
stow all his enthusiasm in peace-time 
upon a unit which ex hypothesi is to 
he destroyed instanter, on the out- 
break of war. He is also to make him- 
self liable for foreign service. ■ All this 
is undoubtedly very nice as far as the 
regular artillery is concerned, and it is 
absolutely right in principle to get rid 
of the redundant garrison artillery and 
to utilize it if possible for war pur- 
poses. It is indeed a great pity that 
Mr.- Haldane' s friends did not find this 
out last year or the year before; the 
House of Commons would then have 
been spared many unwise statements 
which must now be retracted. But 
when the secretary of state for war 
tells us that he has added fourteen 
thousand garrison artillery to the re- 
serve of the regular batteries, he is 
romancing. He has done nothing .of 
the kind, and neither he nor any of his 
advisers can calculate, even approxi- 
mately, how many of the militia garri- 
son artillery will In fact accept ser- 
vice on the new terms. 

Bo much for that part of the scheme 
which is to give us a reserve for the 
Held artillery. As will be seen, it is 
simply a. device for reducing the. re- 
servo. Witli regard to the Held artil- 
lery generally, space only admits of a 
few words. It may, or may not, be 
right to diminish the peace establish- 
ment of certain batteries. That is a 
matter on which soldiers must pro- 
nounce. Hut it Is trilling to pretend 
that it is safe to reduce either guns or 
men. We are under-gunned to the ex- 
tent of scores of batteries — that Is to 
say, if we are to regard the auxiliary 
forces as being of any use in war at 
all, and we have no right to regard 
them in any other light. And here it 
should he said that the secretary of 
state's military advisers should have 
coached him better, and should not 
have allowed him to support his pro- 
posals for the reduction of the royal 
artillery by ills amazing- fables respect- 
ing the supposed reduction of artillery 
In France with which he favored the 
House of Commons. 

As to the "go-as-you-please" army, 
Which is to be run by the county coun- 
cils, by the local magistrates, and by 
a horde of miscellaneous authorities, 
we really know as little about It as the 
secretary of state for war himself. If 
the government really persist in play- 
ing tricks with the military forces of 
the country in tills fashion, it can only 
be said that they will be doing so in 
the face of the universal experience of 
mankind as to the danger of allowing 
discipline, training and direction to be 
dissipated by entrusting thoni to ama- 
teurs who know nothing of war, . and 
who regard soldiering as a by-product 
of polities. Of the fate reserved for 
the militia and volunteers we tire abso- 
lutely Ignorant. Not the slightest in- 
dication is given as to how the militia 
problem is to lie settled. Every militia- 
man knows what that problem is. it 
is to relieve the militia from a con- 
nection with the line which drains the 
blood from the former in order to put 
vitality into the latter. Generalities as 
to the necessity of making a great sec- 
ond line of defence out of the militia 
are worthless, unless and until they 
are accompanied by some intelligible 
scheme for saving the militia from the 
fate which, at present awaits it. That 
the militia will take kindly to the sug- 
gestion that each battalion should sup- 
ply a company to be attached to the 
line regiment in time o£ war, is hardly 
conceivable. It is a crude, ill-consid- 
ered proposal, drawn up without 
knowledge of what the militia battal- 
ions really are. 

As to tin; volunteers, it is lo lie noted 
that nothing whatever is to be done to or 
for them, except that they are to receive 
their due share of compliments and 
generalities. The thirty thousand men 
in their ranks whom their own officers 
have pronounced to be unlit are to re- 
main in the ranks. Th.e capitation 
grant system, under which command- 
ing offlcSvs are compelled to take men 
good, bad or Indifferent, is to be con- 
tinued, field guns- are to be served out 
to the artillery, but the volunteers are 
only to play with them. When war 
breaks out the toys are to be taken 
away, the units broken up, and such 
men as choose to go will lie turned 
over to the regular batteries. As, how- 
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"fancy work." The shortage of men 
that will take place quite Inevitably 
this year and next year, and for rea- 
sons which have often been explained 
to Parliament, will at least equal that 
which Mr. Haldane proposes, if it does 
not considerably exceed it. ■ But the 
vice of the proposals is that they not 
merefcf destroy men, but that they de- 
stroy the sources of future supply. As 
to economy generally, the House of 
Commons Is slowly learning, and will 
without doubt be compelled before long 
to understand quite clearly, that as 
long as the crazy system of linking 
battalions for drafting — a system which 
is nicknamed the 'Cardwellian" system, 
but has nothing Whatever to do with it 
■ — is continued, no real economy is pos- 
sible. Moreover, the soldiers who have 
Induced the secretary of state to pre- 
serve this ancient relic will do well to 
remember that they are jeopardizing 
tho Interests of the army in a way it 
has never been jeopardized before by 
anyone wearing the uniform. They 
think that by sacrificing ten battalions 
they can preserve their fetish and nev- 
er be asked to pay any more. But they 
are mistaken. The House of Commons 
has lasted blood; it Insists upon reduc- 
tions, and it Is fold that reductions are 
to bo effected by destrojing units. The 
destruction of ten units will give no 
satisfactory reduction; the House of 
Commons will ask for more units, and 
the link-battalion school, powerless to 
repudiate their own Ill-judged advice, 
will have to throw more units to the 
wolves. 

The secretary of slate for war spoke 
of the army as if it were in an almost 
hopeless condition. There Is no ground 
whatever for this despondent view. 
As Mr. Haldane himself said earlier in 
the session, the army was "never so 
efficient" a.s when It was handed over 
to him by Ills predecessor, The state- 
ment Is true. If the head of the Intel- 
ligence department were asked what 
sort of army would have taken the 
Held had we been compelled to mobo- 
llsse In the spring of tills year, he would 
have replied that if would have been 
an army superior In numbers, In train- 
ing, in general efficiency, In armament, 
In equipment, In transport lo any army 
which this country has ever put Into 
the Held in the whole of its history. 
Wo are told that the present regime 
Is to last for another live years at least. 
It Is devoutly to be hoped that at tho 
end of that period the present secre- 
tary of state may bo able to hand the 
army over to his successor tit least as 
efficient as he found it. But the de- 
struction of regiments, tho weakening 
of tho artillery, the reduction of of- 
ficers, and the depletion of the reserve, 
are not the most direct or apparent 
methods , by which efficiency Is likely 
to be produced. 

The more the proposals of July 12 
are studied the more clearly will it 
appear that after all "Tho Emperor has 
no clothes.'! 
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scheme upon the question of reserves 
ought to be fully understood by every 
layman as Well as by every soldier. 
The whole of the Infantry Is to he 
placed on a seven and live years' basis 
of enlistment. It is a fact not to be 
disputed or gainsaid, a fact capable of 
positive and Irrefutable proof, that on 
this basis the reserve of the Infantry 
will not lie sufficient to mobollze the 
battalions for war, still less to provide 
any sort of reserve for making good 
the wastage in the Held. To drift Into 
such a state of things Is bad, but with 
perfect deliberation to create It Is un- 
pa rdonable. 

As to the question of the economics 
which are to follow from this general 
stil'-up, the House of Commons and the 
public are still very milch in the dark. 
The actual cash offered by the secre- 
tary of state appears to be CiiOO.uOO. 
which does not seem a very adequate 
result for such a large operation. But 
critics arid observers have suggested 
that the total may conie lo something 
over a million. It Is, Indeed, not only 
probable, but certain. But the House 
of Commons seems hut dimly to realize 
that as far as the actual reduction of 
men goes a great part of the scheme 
of the secretary of stale is mere

I The Dreyfus Case 2 
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London Times, Friday, July 18. 

The Oour de Cassation, the highest 
tribunal in Franco, delivered judgment 
yesterday ia the DreyfllS revision case.- 
completely exonerating Captain Dreyfus 
from the charges made against: him, and 
quashing the conviction without ordering 
a fresh trial. 'For'fwo years past the 
whole question lias been under examin- 
ation of the most exhaustive kind by the 
criminal chamber of tin; Supremo court. 

The results of that long enquiry have 
been judicially considered by the whole 
court, and its judgment at last puts an 
etui decisively mid definitely, to an ex- 
traordinary mystification which tit one 
time split French society from top to 
bottom into bitterly hostile camps. It 
is now established, by the most minute, 
patient, and painstaking procedure that 
the human mind can devise that a great 
wrong has been done to a wholly inno- 
cent man by a conspiracy engineered 
with the most wicked disregard for 
truth and justice. 

If we look hack in the light of sub- 
sequent events, upon the furious contro- 
versy that raged around Captain Drey- 
fus, it is easy enough to see that lie was 
but a pawn in a tremendous gamp, and 
that in the eyes of the players he coun- 
ted for no more than a private soldier 
in some great military operation. 

Probably sonic personal animosity de- 
termined the choice of the individual but 
if il bad not been Captain Dreyfus it 
would have been another. The stake 
was nothing less than I lie control of the 
French army, anil with it. as the con- 
spirators imagined, control of the des- 
tines of the French Republic-. The real 
issue was not always clear to the French 
people themselves, nor is that at all 
wonderful when we consider the gigantic 
efforts made to bewilder and confuse 
their minds. In this country the exis- 
tence of the issue was more or less recog- 
nized, but its true nature and the rela- 
tive values of the forces at work could 
hardly be exactly appreciated in any 
foreign country. In the midst of the 
confusion one thing appeared clearly en 
otlgll to be observed here — tlial a man 
was being eoiideuitied to Iho cruellest 

degradation and suffering upon evidei 

not only inconclusive, but open to the 
gravest suspicion, which by degrees be- 
came certainty, of fraudulent concoction. 

In presence of ibis auspicious judg- 
ment there is little temptation lo dwell 

iq I'-lails. It is enough to say thai 

the miserable conspiracy has been 
tracked through all its ramifications, 
that the bordereau is proved tu be a for- 
gery, that the secret dossier i^ shown to 
be n bundle of dishonest trash, thai the 
initial D. upon which so much wns hung 
is found to be a I', mnliciously altered 
for the purposes of conspirators, that 

the Bayle me rnndunt said to have 

been sold to a foreign power has been 
found in the French war office, and that 
in a word nothing — absolutely nothing' — 
of the whole formidable accusation sur- 
vives the impartial scrutiny of the 
Cour do Cassation. The best thing now 
is to let the curtail! ot oblivion full 
upon the whole affair, and to let it take 
its place among other great mystifica- 
tions of the past as material for any 
philosophical historian to dwell upon 
the old story of the wickedness of the 
few' and the fallibility of the many.

A Chat About Comox 



File Duncan, -the Bard of Comox, in- 
troducing his little book of Rural 
Rhymes to the public says of them 
that they are not the rose-tinted rever- 
ies of a rusticating i hnpsodlst, but the 
regular, rough reminiscences of a real 
rancher written by himself. The or- 
dinary rancher is not, howover, a lit- 
erary man and does not care to write 
about himself in the newspapers, hence 
it remains for an ordinary "penny-a- 
llner," as the English people call him, 
to tell of the Comox farmers, and of 
tho beautiful valley In which they live. 

While only a tow of the original set- 
tlers, those who came to the valley half 
a century ago, remain, the community 
is almost as unchangeable as Itf an 
English or Scotch rural village. The 
keynote of the settlement is "stability." 
At a recent gathering tit which half of 
the ranchers were present a resident 
of sixteen years' standing was heard 
to remark that almost everyone there 
was living in Comox before ho arrived. 
The farms are not for "ale, except in 
a few isolated cases, the owners ex- 
pecting to live on them for the remain- 
der of their days. 

What has been said does not imply 
that the Comox farmer is not up to 
dtite, nor does It mean that tho whole 
valley Is settled up and that, there are 
no more improvements to be made. 
There Is in the village of Courtenay 
one of the finest little creameries In 
tho province; ably managed, and well 
patronized. The output has about 
trebled during the four years of its ex- 
istence, and if several of the largest of 
the dairy farmers do not send their 
cream there for manufacture it is be- 
cause they have creameries of their 
own in which the butter Is made, just 
as scientifically as in the larger insti- 
tution, ami their reputation for high 
class butter was made long before the 
new creamery was thought of. 

Byron Crawford is one of the largest 
farmers in Comox, his two hundred and 
forty acre farm being all cleared ex- 
cept an acre or two of timber left for 
fuel, and two hundred acres are under 
actual cultivation. He has water piped 
to his house and buildings and In the 
fields he uses the side delivery rake 
and the hayloader. Tho delta land, of 
which a large part of tho farm consists, 
is so rich that lie is able to sell his 
hay with impunity, no less than four 
hundred tons being every year sup- 
plied to the people of Cumberland and 
the neighboring lumber camps. Dur- 
ing the past season five tons to the acre 
has been taken from some fields. Be- 
sides selling such a large quantity of 
hav Mr. Crawford keeps thirty cows 
of the Holstesln breed, from which lie 
averages one pound a butter a day 
from each cow. c 

Adjoining Mr. Crawford on the east 
is William Matheson who has a some- 
what similar farm on which ho keeps 
forty cows, mostly Jersey and Holsteln 
grades. On the west lives Alex. Urqu- 
hart, who is known among ranchers 
throughout the province both for the 
high grade of his stock and the thor- 
oughness of his methods as well as 
for tho interest be takes In all public 
questions affecting the well being of 
farmers of the country. 
"Mre "Ureruharta owns two hundred 
nero, of which Olio hundred and forty 
is under cultivation. Twenty-nine 
years ago this farm cost him $3,300, 
and today it is doubtful if six times 
that amount could purchase such a 
place. He goes in exclusively for 
dairying, making his butter in his own 
creamery. He says that he has had a 
private creamery for the past fourteen 
years, and he sends all his butter to 
Nanaimo, where it is retailed by A. K. 
Johnston. His herd of fifty cows com- 
prises pure Jerseys and Jersey grades, 
the former being the favorites. Mr. 
1,'rquhart does not think the pure stock 
any more delicate than the grade, 
while from the former he gets a pound 
of butter from about twenty pounds of 
milk, that is from two gallons. Hast 
year his output was 17,000 lbs. of but- 
ter, which he sold at an average price 
of 27 cents a pound, forty-five cows 
being milked on an average. In order 
to get this result it was necessary to 
buy about five hundred dollars' worth 
of bran and oilcake besides the oats 
and peas which he grew and crushed 
at home. 

Mangolds and turnips are fed dur- 
ing the winter. The difficulty that 
many farmers find in growing the 
former has been overcome by Mr. Ur- 
quhart. The mangold seed often fails 
to germinate, so in order not to lose 
the use of the ground for the season lie 
sows a small quantity of turnip seed 
directly after sowing the mangolds. 
Should the latter fall the turnips In- 
sure a full crop from the land and the 
cost of the seed is very small. The 
only difficulty is that a different fer- 
tilizer is used for the different roots. 

In the matter of milking Mr. Crqu- 
hart differs from many dairymen. He 
believes In washing the cows' udders 
before milking instead of milking dry. 
A pail of warm water is kept in die 
stable and the udder of each Is cleans- 
ed with a cloth, which is then wrung 
dry. He thinks this much more satis- 
factory than the plan advocated by 
many lecturers of wiping with a dry 
cloth. 

Sheep are kept on I Ids farm bul al- 
though they breed successfully there 
is usually some loss from panthers or 
sheet) stealers of some kind, which 
takes off most of the profit. 

A good example of a successful up- 
land farmer Is J. A. llaliday, who, un- 
til within the past few years has been 
one of tho big army of British Colum- 
bia, school teachers. Of his farm of 
one hundred and sixty acres, ninety is 
under cultivation, and on this he keeps 
twenty pure Jersey grades. He likes 
the latter best because he thinks they 
give better returns for the amount of 
food consumed and are hardier than 
the pure bred stock. From these 
twenty cows they make during the 
grass season one hundred and sixty 
pounds of butter a week, which is de- 
livered to patrons in Cumberland. 
During the winter this output drops to 
about ninety pounds a week. 

All the feed is produced on the farm 
except a small amount of bran which 
is foil with cracked oats, on account 
of the small amount of pasture land, 
sidling has to be resorted to In order 
to keep up the butler supply. The 
favorite crop of autumn soiling Is corn. 
At first the cows were not very fond 
of tills feed, but now they eat it quite 
readily. This '."year a larger acreage 
than usual of corn Is being grown, and 
this will be preserved In a silo which 
Is being built. When the mangolds are 
all used the ensilage will be fed to the 
milking cows while the young stock 
get turnips because the turnips flavor 
the butter if fed to the milkers. As 
elsewhere throughout Iho valley the 
crops on this farm are very heavy this 
year with tho exception of the corn, 
and even that crop Is not light on the 
llnllidav farm because or the careful 
cultivation it has received. 
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Mr. Hallldny has solved the labor 
problem by keeping with him two sous, 
who are not afraid of work. Their 
motto Is to do all the work of the farm 
themselves and never sell anything ex- 
cept what might bo called the "finish- 
ed product," that is, beef, fat hogs, 
butler, and eggs. 

This is one of the few farms where 
a careful record is kept of the milk of 
each cow. In tho stable is a spring 
balance on which the milk of each cow- 
is weighed, the operation not occupy- 
ing more than two or three seconds. 
Each cow is credited with the amount 
and any cow that falls below a certain 
average Is made ready for the butcher. 
The milk Is tested from time to time 
and the quality of the milk is of course 
taken Into account in deciding tho 
value of the cow. 

These examples are sufficient just 
now to show that the Comox farmer is 
keeping up with the times. There is a 
feeling of prosperity pervading Ihe 
whole valley, prices are good, and ev- 
eryone has some ready money within 
reach. The farms are all being enlarg- 
ed and improved, and new buildings 
are erected a.s required. On the other 
hand there are many sections of land 
as yet untouched, except by the logger. 
These are mostly on the outskirts of 
the present settlement and the land is 
good enough? to well repay the open- 
ing up. The difficulty here as else- 
where, is the cost or labor. Not that 
two and a half dollars a day Is too 
much for a man to get, but it is loo 
much for a farmer to pay for clearing 
his land. 

At a, recent farmers' picnic the writer 
had occasion to tell those present 
something of the stumping operations 
conducted in the State of Washington, 
at Saanich, and in the Duncans dis- 
trict. Much interest is being taken in 
the subject, and from remarks made 
by several individuals, it seems likely 
that Comox will have a stumping out- 
lit at work In the near future.

If the bill granting a constitution to 
the Transvaal becomes law in its prc- 
ent shape, great and far - reaching 
will lie some of the inevitable changes 
it will introduce. That which concerns 
the labor situation in the colony is of 
particular interest. To nude, stand it 
one must remember that mining is the 
basic industry of South Africa. All 
obher industries are mere superstruc- 
tures upon the mines. To operate the 
mines with profit it is necessary that 
there should be a const an I. supply of 
cheap labor. Nattirnlly one would 
expect the presence of Kalllrs en the 
spot to' solve the difficulty, but for a 
variety of reasons, presently to he ex- 
plained, Lho Knllir has proved a broken 
reed. 

The White Laborer. 

There remained only the white men 
British and Boer, to furnish the 
necessary labor, Tim Boer, however 
is a farmer and has no more des- 
ire to work in the mines than a Can- 
adian has to travel about with a mon- 
key and hand-organ. The British in the 
colony of a laboring class are few. 
Moreover, a.s in the Transvaal, nearly 
everything is Imported, (here being 
practically no manufactories, the ex- 
pense of living is high. Wages, as a 
consequence, are also high, and the 
mine owners claim that to produce their 
gold it is necessary that cheap labor 
shall be employed. The value of gold 
being stationary, they are unable to 
raise the price on consumers to indem- 
nify themselves for increased expenses 
in production. Thus, they argued with 
the Imperial authorities after the -war. 
As a result, the importation of Chinese 
labor was permitted. Now this source 
is to he closed. If the mini's are to 
be worked the Band must fall back 
upon the Kaffirs or the white men in 
South Africa. 

Why Kaffirs Won't Mine. 

When they are confronted with this 
problem it is interesting to review the 
history of the Kaffir as a laborer. It, 
must he borne in mind that the demand 
for cheap labor is new, that 30 years 
ago Klmberly and the Band were un- 
known, and Unit the natives always 
lived comfortably before tho great min- 
ing industries were established. The 
Native Affairs Commissioners thus .sum- 
med up the matter: 

"Given such a population, possessing 
easy access to the land, it would have 
been extraordinary if ,l„, present situ- 
ation bad not followed on a very rapid 
growth of industrial requirement's. Ex- 
cepl in the case of farm labor and the 
like, winch is specially suited to the 
native, it must not be forgotten that 
what is known is paid labor generally 
means to ihe native, as a rule, absence 
from home and family, and in some 
employments irksome and often hard 
and dangerous work, anil the abandon- 
ment of the ease, comforts ami pleas- 
ures of native village life. As further 
discouragements there hare been 
breaches of agreement by contractors, 
misrepresentations by labor agents ami 
louts, and occasional harsh treatment 
Which have tended lo shako the confi- 
dence id' the native. The rate of 
wages, nominally high, has to be con- 
sidered in relation to the purchasing 
power of money at present South Afri- 
can prices, and it nmsl he remembered 
that the native has, as a rule, to pay 
top prices for his purchases, 
His Wants Are Few. 

The Kaffir docs not want to work in 
the mines. Even wages that would 

seem high to a Chinaman do not 
tempt him. He is md ambitious, lie 
is merely happy. Not :?."> a year dons 
the average Kaffir spend on manufac- 
tured articles. The soil supplies his 
few wants. Mud and reed huts are 
good enough for him, as they were good 
enough for the great men of the race— 
Tchnkn, Cetewnyu, Dingaar, These 
conquerors did not use their vast wealth 
and power after the manner of tin' 
while men on expensive residences, 
clothes, and eiitcrtainmeiUs. They were 
rich in the number of their wives ami 
in the cattle they captured. Money 
was of no use to them. It was thought 
lifter the war that the Kaffir was about 
to launch out and become an important 
consumer. The Kaffirs had more money 
to spend, certainly, and tllfly spent ii, 
The Work of the Future 
Students of affairs in Smith Africa 
declare that it is hopeless to expect 
the unlive to soon change his character 
and become infected with the white 
man's restless ambition. A well in- 
formed writer in the Umpire Review 
contends that Ihe Kaffir is not incor- 
rigibly lazy, and shows thai he is indus- 
trious enough as an agricultural laborer.

' T OCCURRED to me today that perhaps I was not 
doing all I should for the younger members of Each 
and All. 

The taiks I give on this page are inonnt, as a 
matter of course, for girls of all ages, but perhaps my 
attention ha3 been called of late more to the older mem- 
bers of the society. For one reason, they write to me 
more frequently and they tell me more fully of the prob- 
lems that trouble them, Hut while it is a long while 
sinco T was a girl of from 12 to 15, I have not forgotten 
how It fell, and I know that the bothers which como to 
girls of that aye seem, just as Important to thorn as the 
bigger troubles stem to their older sisters. And I wish 
those younger girls to believe that my sympathy Is ns 
Itesn for them, my interest In them as vivid, as If they 
were grown-ups with full-sized perplexities. * 

Sometimes when 1 look back to the ago of which I 
have spoken— when a. irirl Is on the edge of her teen3 or 
Just within their border— I wonder if other children of 
that ago feel ns I did then. I speak of "children of that 
age" now, but I assure you I did not then. I was no 
longer n child, thank you! I was a girl, and if 1 over- 
heard some one speak of mo aB a "young lady" my bosom 
swelled with pride. Never shall I forget how puffed up 
I was when I was 15 years old and some one took me for 
17. I don't know of anything that could make me feel so 
uplifted now unless come one would honestly think me 
ten years younger than 1 am! 

I don't think I was nearly as happy then as 1 might 
have been if I had been more contented with being my 
age, instead of looking forward eagerly to the tilings 
that would come when I was older. I don't mean love- 
mnking and marriage nnd that sort of thing. My dear 
mother had been very sensible In letting me have pleas- 
ant companionships with boys of my own age?, so that 
1 was not In a twitter whenever n young lord of creation 
came near me. But I looked forward to the lime when I 
would be a young lady In socletv and it never occurred 
to me but that I would be very beautiful— which I never 
■was— and very clever and brilliant and accomplished and 
a sort of scintillating young person, sueli as 1 had read 
of In books— and the like of whom, I may remark, I have 
never met In real life. And, above all, I had a great 
craving to know things, although when It was suggested 
to me that the best method to gain that point was by 
working hard at my lessons, that seemed altogether too 
prosaic a means of accomplishing my end. I wished to 
do much good also, and to be known as a remarkably 
benevolent and pious voting person— but here, too. I 
looked to the end. without seeing that doing the right 
thing In the dally walks of life was the best preparation 
for such a state of sanctity ns I had before me. 

I wonder if there are any other girls in this day and 
generation who feel as 1 felt twenty— twenty-five— well, 
never mind how many years ago? po any of you cherish 
the hope of being accomplished muslcinns and shirk your 
practicing as I did mine? Do you put In so much time 
In drca;..;r.g of what you would like to do and to be that 
you have no time left to do the daily duties? I hope you 
don't— and vet there may be a few of the same kind as 
myself still' alive. Gome things are made easier for you 
than they were for me. Kowadays no one thinks of 
obliging a girl to practice two houu at a time, as was 
commonlv done In my childhood. But, on the other hand, 
my hair rises when I see what Is expected from school- 
girls nowadays, and 1 am sure I never could have done 
the things that the High School girl of today takes as a 
matter of course. 

But 1 didn't begin 'talking to High School girls espe- 
eiallv, although some ot you get there by 1-1 or eai her. 
1 was thinking, when' I began, more of the occupations 
of the girl outride of school, of her work nnd pleasure 
in the honfe ami out of It, and wondering If all of you 
get out of life what you might in the way of happiness, 
or if, like myself at your age, you are wasting time In 
looking forward, Instead of taking the good as it comes. 

One thing I wonder Is If you get enough good out of 
your mothers. I was very happy with mine, but I don't 
think 1 half appreciated her. 1 did not know how inter- 
ested she really was in all that concerned me, how eager 
*he was to hear of my pursuits and iriends. I told her 
E groat deal, for we were always pretty "intimate 
friends." as Emmy Lou would say— much more so than 
fnost of the girls i knew— but as I look back, 1 think I 
might have appreciated her more than I did. How does 
It strike you, girls? Are you taking your mother into 
your pleasures nnd employments and making her your 
companion in them all? If not, you are losing a lot of 
fun. to say the least— nnd much more, besides, as you 
Will know when you got older. 

Then are you making the most of your chances in 
other wavs? How much are you learning of sewing nnd 
housework and cooking? I was taught all these things 
ns a child, nnd I remember now my pride in being trust- 
ed to do certain cookery on Saturdays and holidays. Of 
course, I began on cake— I believe all girls do, unless

This does not apply only to habits of study, but to 
all others. You are making yourselves for the. future In 
what you do with yourselves In the line of ooriduct to 
others. If you are disrespectful to your motiher nnd 
father, tart and ill-tempered with your family and 
friends now, you will not get over that ns you grow 
older without a cruel struggle. Not until wo nre older 
do We appreciate that fact. When we see how bmrd It Is 
to change our opinions, our customs of thought and ac- 
tion, we look back In wonder to the time when fas young 
people we could take hold of ourselves, so to sjienk, and 
pull ourselves Into shane. If it seems difficult to you 
even now, bo assured that it will be worse as time goes 
on. i 

Don't think I am preaching, my dear girls,, although 
I must confess it sounds like a pretty good Irriltntion of 
a sermon. But It Isn't that. It is only that when I 
look at you and seo you mako the same mistakes I my- 
self made years ago, I wish I could say or do something 
to show yon the possibilities of present and future happi- 
ness that lie at your hand. I don't want to stop your 
fun. Don't think that! I wish you to have every bit that 
is coming to you, and more If you can get.lt. But I 
would like to make you feel that a little thoroughness, 
a little thoughtfulness. n little conscientiousness now 
mav spare you much struggle later on.

NO ROOM deserves more thought- 
ful attention than does the liv- 
ing room, for this room must 
bo more than beautiful— it 
thould be homelike and livable, and 
should never be mistaken for your 
reception room. If you have a lot of 
good pictures a plain paper is the 
best to use, and If tho room is more 
lh:.n nine fe;>t high use a fries u about 
It. There are so many beautiful 
friezea on the market today that "a 
suitable one can always bo found, 
which could bo the keynote, and re- 
peat tint colors of .ho rest of the 
loom. If a figured paper is desired 
nothing Is nicer than a good Morris 
paper, especially above a plain dado; 
or. If the room Is small, a two-toned 
paper In geometrical design, all over_ 
the wall. Is a safe choice. 

Unless you have a hardwood iloor 
and Oriental rujjs, an allover carpet of 
some dark color or of a two-tone de- 
sign is always pretty and restful. 

Tile furniture tor the living room 
should bu considered care-fully.

V.'ood stoves that can be collapsed 
Into a canvas case twenty-seven inches 
long, twelve Inches wide and an Inch 
thick, folding aluminum bakers for 
bread making or roasting; und retlnned 
or aluminum skillets, puns, pots, plat- 
ters, cups, knives, forks and spoons 
that lit into a nest and weigh but live 
or six pounds altogether, solve tho 
problem ot cooking.

These couches, by the way, may be, if 
one can afford it, a pneumatic mattress 
and pillow, or a comfortable cot, but 
quite as refreshing slumbers can bo had 
on balsam boughs or even fresh straw, 
lightly covered by a rubber or wool 
blanket. 

Tho problem of food, even In the 
wilds, is easily solved in these days of 
soup and bouillon tablets, dried eggs, 
onions and potatoes and other vegeta- 
bles, compressed milk, evaporated fruits, 
cereals and sweet chocolate. One noted 
camper gives a food list for four per- 
sons for two weeks, including twenty- 
four pounds of Hour, ten pounds of corn- 
rrtenl and thirteen of pork and bacon, 
with all the rest of the supplies, shred- 
ded Ban, sugar, butter, coffee, beans, 
rice und the compressed foods above 
mentioned only amounting to three- 
quarters of a pound over the hundred- 
pound mark. 

Clothes tor camping must depend 
largely on how rough the life Is to be 
mid In what climate and season. Wool- , 
en stockings and light woolen under- 
clothing or flannel shirtwaists are In- 
dispensable to prevent colds from wet 
feet nnd excessive perspiration. Then a 
lightweight water-proof shirt, or one of 
thin corduroy; a mackintosh anil water- 
proof leggings, stout shoes und a sweat- 
er i - one must have, with necessary 
toilet articles. These latter should bo 
us light and put up In as portable shape 
uu possible. 

Then no woman would think of going 
Into camp without complete sewing ap- 
pliances and some universal remedies, 
such as brandy, adhesive plaster and ab- 
sorbent cotton, wl eh hazel, arnica, qui- 
nine, mustard, n chemical thermometer

All of these personal belongings may 
bo carried over the shoulder in a light 
waterproof pack, so that tlio frailest 
woman dues not feel their burden.

By the way, do not let a mistaken sense 
of It being "sporty" to be uncomfort- 
able deprive you of perfectly allowable 
conveniences. 

For instance, a woman who is to stay 
two weeks in one place may be permit- 
ted greater variety in dress. Whito 
waists and even duck .skirts aro proper 
for dress-up occasions In these days 
when it Is n comparatively easy matter 
to do them up In camp. With a pleated 
roiling pin and washboard and one of 
the ever hot alcohol lamps shown in our 
pictures, It Is an easy mailer to wash 
out stocks and blouses and press wrin- 
kled skirts. 

Then clothes need not be piled Just 
anywhere, since, there are adjustable 
hangers to bo clamped to tent pules, and 
largo wall pockets, twelve or sixteen 
compartments, to be suspended from 
the ridge. 

Crouching uncomfortably on tho 
ground to eat from a bag or a box Is 
pleasant enough occasionally, but why 
do It for a fortnight when folding chairs 
and. (aides lake up so llttlo room.

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TO A "slip-up" In preparing Presi- 
dent Madison's favorite dessert, 
we are told, does the world owe 
ice cream. That old negro mam- 
my should be canonized alike bv deal- 
ers whose fortune she has made and by 
every lover of tho delectable frozen 
dainty. 

The Inventor has .not thought lt-be- 
neath him to turn his attention to easing 
ice-cream' m;iklng. No longer must one's 
arms be racked by an hour or more of 
Incessant turning of a crank. Each 
season sees some new contrivance war- 
ranted to freczo in a second r a minute. 
In point of fact, the average freezing 
process has been reduced to about ten 
minutes of actual churning. 

The chief secret of smooth ice cream 
Is line ice and the right quantity of salt. 
Shave ice line so that It gets in close 
to the can and does not leave a vacuum. 
Put In about an Inch layer of ice, then 
a half Inch of salt and repeat, lie care- 
ful to put no salt above the third hoop 
of the ordinary freezer. 

Churn for about seven minutes at a 
medium speed. At tho end of that time 
the cream Is usually thick enough to re- 
move the paddle. Put back the cover, 
make It airtight with a cork, pack over 
with fine shu-ved Ice and let the cream 
stand for at least an hour to ripen. 

In freezing without churning, make a 
brine of a quart of ordinary table salt 
with a quart of water and pour It over 
the ice. 

Because ono Is In some out-of-the-way 
place where no freezer Is to he found 
does not mean one must ho deprived of 
his favorite dessert. A covered tin pall 
anil a wooden bucket answer every 
purpose. 

Put the cream in the pall, the pall in 
a. somewhat larger bucket. Kill the 
space between with finely chopped lee, 
over which a brine of equal parts of 
table salt and water is poured, until It 
comcn flush with the top, when one lay- 
er of rock salt Is added. 

Cover the top of the bucket with car- 
pet or a lid and let It stand ten min- 
utes. Then open the can and loosen tho 
cream from the edge, hut do not stir. 
Return tho cover and wait ten minutes 
more, when the process is repeated, 

The cover Is then put on again and tho 
Ice cream stands ut least half on hour. 
It usually takes about an hour and a 
quarter to freeze, it In this way, out the 
results aro very satisfactory. 

Plain Sherbet. 
Pare away the sklna from six lemons 
and cut them Into thin slices. Put into 
a bowl or pitcher, alternately with 



twelve heaping tabjespoonfuls of granu- 
lated sugar. Cover with a quart of wa- 
ter nnd let It stand for half an hour 'o 
draw out the lulce and to dissolve the 
sugar. Add then enough cracked Ice to 
1111 tho vessel; shake well and pour out. 
This will be very strong until diluted 

by the melting ice. 

Orange Sherbet. 
To the pressed juice -of six oranges add 
the Juice of ono lemon nnd ten table- 
spoonfuls of white sugar. Cover with a 
quart of cold water and a quart of finely 
broken Ice; shake long and hard before 
pourlns Into chilled tumblers. 

Strawberry Sherbet. 
Crush a quart of ripe fresh berries 
and mix with them a cupful of granu- 
lated sugar.- Hot upon ice for two hours; 
strain through cheesecloth, extracting 
every drop of syrup. Add to this a quart 
of cold water and the Juice of a lemon 
Into the mixture; stir and shake a quart 
Of finely cracked ice, and when all the 
Ingredients aro well mixed, servo at 
once. 

Tea Punch n la Russc. 
Make a quart of strong mixed tea, 
straining it from the leaves within five 
minutes after the boiling water Is 
poured upon them. Bet upon ice until 
you are ready to serve it. Then mix with 
it the Juice of four lemons and six table- 
apoonfuls of the best rum. Add a quart 
of pounded ico and serve. As many 
people do not like tea punch sweetened, 
pass powdered sugar With this, Instead 
of adding It to tho bowl. Leave out the 
rum if you like. 

Pineapple Ice. 

Peel one large pineapple, extract tho 
eyes and cut into bits. Put into a 
bowl and strew over it two cups of 
fugar. Let all stand for uu hour be- 
fore stirring in the Juice of a largo 
lemon. Squeeze and strain out nil tho 
syrup; mix with it t.vo cups of cold 
water and freeze. 

Cherry Ice. 
Crush In a mcrtar a quart of tart 
cherries, with a handful of the stones 
cracked. Add two cupfuls of cold 
water and squeeze hard In a stout 
bag. To this liquid add the strained 
julco of a lemon and two cupfuls of 
granulated sugar. When the sugar 
has dissolved freczo tho mixture.

"Do what I will, my custards 
curdle beforo they are half done!" 
Mrs. White had lamented, "a:ul yet, 
the milk is put into the refrigera- 
1 a.-i soon as it is delivered, and 
i - bottles are not opened until 
we are quite ready to use milk and 
cream." 

Then our hostess and mentor fell 
to moralizing, and produced the 
bit of pructicnl wisdom I havo 
cited. Recovering from' her mo- 
mentary reserve, she continued: 

"My mother used to say (how 
naturally tho phrase comes to 
every woman's lips!) — my dear 
mother used to sny that milk 
should havo air and space. Her 
milk cellar was a marvel of order 
and sweet, airy space. So ' I 
have my milk bottles emptied, as 
soon as they aro brought in, into 
wide, shullow crockery bowls, nnd 
Bet in a compartment of the refrig- 
erator where nothing but milk and 
butter are kept. As to cream— 
the 'separated cream' sold to us in 
small glass jars— of one thing you 
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may rest assured — in nine cases 
out of ten it is doctored with some 
chemical preservative — I hope 
nothing worse than salicylic acid— 
beforo it. is bottled." 

Mrs. Martin struck in impetu- 
ously here: 

"That accounts for the bitterish 
'tang' 1 detect in it sometimes! I 
thought, it. was incipient ■ — corrup- 
tion!" with an expressive grimace, 
"I'm relieved to know it is nothing 
worse than a vegetable 'embalmer.' 
But it is there, all tho same, and 
accounts for much. For example, 
for tho cream keeping — not sweet, 
perhaps, but without souring or 
thickening when the mercury 
touches tho nineties." 

"But," demurred Mrs. White— "1 
don't like to mix your antiseptic 
drug with really pure milk, such 
as goes into my custards!" 

"Drop into the milk a bit of bak- 
ing soda, no larger than a green 
pea," advised Mrs. Sterling. "Even 
cream twenty-four hours old may 
be boiled without, clotting if this 
simple precaution bo taken and the 
cream be brought slowly to a gen- 
tle simmer. 1" never omit the bit 
or pinch of soda when milk is to be 
cooked for any purpose. It arrests 
decomposition by neutralizing the 
acid generating in the milk. Old- 
fashioncd people used to sny, when 
this was faintly perceptible to the 



timte, that the milk, or bread, or 
meat was 'just on the turn.' There 
is nothing better or more harmless 
than soda for averting this evil 
'I urn.' hike the fire ant! water, kero- 
sene nnd gasoline — and I might 
add mustard, cayenne and salt to 
the list — our bicarbonate of soda is 
a good and faithful servant, but n 
cruel master. The cook who has 'a 
heavy hand with soda' is not to ba 
trusted to use it at nil. [ have 
saved a 'touched' steak by a timely 
bath of soda and water. After leav- 
ing the suspected meat in it for an 
hour, I wiped it dry, washed it with 
lemon juice and proceeded to 
braise it with minced vegetables. 
We were in the country; the butch- 
er had not come that dny, and Mr. 
Sterling had !— bringing with him a 
couple of city men to dinner. Not 
another morsel of meat wns to bo 
had for love, or money. My cook 
was sick in bed, and tho waitress, a 
model in her own sphere, knew 
nothing of cooking, and 'had never 
cared to learn.' I bail to cook the 
dinner. Whatever else was to bo 
omitted from the bill of fare, I de- 
termined there should be no apolo- 
gies. I had soup-stock, fresh veg- 
etables, cake, berries and real 
cream, succulent lettuco for salad, 
and clenr, hot, black coffee. Tho 
piece do resistance was the 'high' 
steak. It figured as 'braised beef 



n la jardiniere.' and was enjoyed by 
all. When I took my husband into 
my confidence after tho guests hnd 
gone he assured me that it was 'sav- 
ory, tender and delicious.with never

"HJoen your bicarbonate cannot 
redeem strong butter," said Mrs.

Tho butter was left in 
this for an hour." 

"An old housekeeper once told 
me that cooking butter which was 
slightly rancid could be made tol- 
crable'by heating it slowly in a per- 
fectly clean frying pan, adding, 
,when it began to hiss, some pieces 
of raw potato, and cooking the two 
together for a few minutes, not al- 
lowing the butter to color. Then it 
was strained and put away for 
shortening, etc." 

This contribution was from Mrs. 
Bistre. 

"I have corrected many a batch 
of sour dough by kneading into it a 
bit of saleratus dissolved in boiling 
water," ventured Mrs. Black, who 
is not always ready to refer to the 
long ago in which she "did all her 
own work." 

Mrs. Sterling nodded encourag- 
ingly. 

"Thank you ! 1 was about to say 
the same of my early housewifely 
experiments. Corning down the hill 
--or uii— it. was only last week that 
my cook eaiui* to mo in dire, dis- 
may to say that the 'niayonnay' 
(she always speaks of it in the' sin- 
gular number) had 'gono back on 
her.'

men nnd children and started a con- 
fiagration. 

Mateo was game, however. Ho was [ 
licked, but, he wouldn't give up yet. I 
He rallied his battalions and c.hnl- ! 
longed the Britisher to como ashore 
nnd havo It out fair and square'. This 
was exactly what the contain of tho , 
Revenge wanted to do. He had como !

Ho had , 
a crow of two hundred and fifty men, 
and he landed two hundred of them, 
divided them Into three bodies, and | 
when the natives advanced, still five 
to one, they were bowled over by tho 
score, flanked right nnd left, nnd lick- , 
I'd out. of their boots In hall an hour. 

King Mateo's reign was at nn end 
forever. Of the whito prisoners only , 
about thirty were left.

They were nl- 
lowed to load wvjlh the plunder. Sev- 
eral villages were burned, many co- 
coanut groves destroyed and the King 
nnd eleven of his principal men talc- 
en aboard tho Revenge. A now king 
wns installed on the throne nnd hid- 
den to mind his p'n and q's, and 
then tho Britisher sailed away.
